To  His  Excellency  George  D.  Robinson, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  submit  the  annual 
report  of  the  Military  Department  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1886,  the  department  organiza- 
tion remaining  the  same  as  last  year. 

Militia. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  record  to  the  citizen  soldiery 
a  most  prosperous  and  successful  year.  The  earnestness  of 
officers  and  men,  and  the  disposition  of  legislative  bodies 
to  aid  and  support  the  force  in  every  possible  way,  has  been 
attended  with  excellent  results ;  and  the  record  of  attendance 
alone  testifies  to  this,  it  being  the  largest  attendance  at 
tours  of  duty  for  many  years,  showing  a  gratifying  improve- 
ment. 

The  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  have  been  generous  in 
their  praise  of  the  various  commands  when  seen  on  duty, 
awakening  a  pride  in  well-doing  and  serving  as  an  incentive 
to  a  better  performance  of  duty. 

The  energy  manifested  by  the  Militia,  coupled  with  the 
recognition  of  citizens,  by  allowing  their  sons  and  em- 
ployees to  enlist  and  serve,  has  resulted  in  a  well-disciplined 
and  effective  force,  equal  to  any  emergency  that  can  reason- 
ably be  expected. 

The  report  of  Brigadier  General  R.  C.  Drum,  Adjutant 
General,  U.  S.  A.,  recently  published,  seems  to  set  forth  the 
relationship  existing  between  the  Militia  of  States  and  the 
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regular  establishment.  General  Drum  has  always  recog- 
nized the  importance  of  efficient  Militia  in  alliance  with  the 
regular  army,  and  has  been  its  steadfast  friend  ;  and  in  his 
views  and  recommendations  I  heartily  coincide  and  concur : 

"  The  reports,  submitted  herewith,  of  the  several  officers  desig- 
nated by  the  War  Department  to  inspect  the  encampments  of  State 
troops  are  highly  interesting  and  worthy  of  careful  consideration. 
While  just  but  kind  criticism  points  out  many  defects  (none  that 
cannot  be  remedied  by  men  exhibiting  the  military  zeal  and  pride 
that  animate  the  State  Militias),  the  reports  unmistakably  evidence 
a  slowly  maturing  temper  and  character  destined  to  still  more 
closely  unite  the  regular  army  and  the  Militia,  the  twin  parts  of 
the  defensive  power  of  the  government. 

"A  careful  perusal  of  these  reports  leads  me  to  make  the  follow- 
ing general  remarks  :  — 

"  State  encampments,  to  be  of  absolute  benefit,  should  at  least 
be  of  ten  days'  duration,  and,  while  established  at  convenient 
points  looking  to  economy  in  the  concentration  of  the  troops, 
should  be  at  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  homes  of  the  members 
of  the  command  in  order  to  overcome  business  and  social  influ- 
ences which  seriously  affect  efforts  at  imparting  instruction  and 
holding  the  men  in  hand  for  drills,  target  practice,  guard  duty,  etc. 
Camps  should  be  divested  of  every  appearance  of  holiday 
character. 

"  The  programme  of  military  exercises  should  exclude  elemen- 
tary company  drills,  and  the  time  of  the  encampment  devoted  to 
instruction  and  practice  in  skirmish  and  battalion  drills  and  guard 
duty.  As  most  of  the  fighting  in  the  future  must  be  done  in  open 
order,  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  skirmish  drill  is  of  the 
highest  importance. 

"  Officers  should  be  required  to  recite  upon  the  duties  of  guards 
and  sentinels,  and  instruction  in  guard  duty  be  given  to  the  men  in 
the  armories. 

"  So  far  as  fatigue  uniform  or  dress  for  field  service  is  con- 
cerned, it  would  be  of  advantage  for  the  authorities  of  each  State 
to  prescribe  a  simple,  plain  but  serviceable  fatigue  uniform  for  all 
Us  troops,  to  which  companies  might  gradually  conform  within  a 
limited  time,  say  one  year.  This  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with 
the  right  of  each  command  to  wear  such  full-dress  uniform  as  it 
may  have  selected  for  wear  on  reviews,  parades  and  other  occa- 
sions of  pure  ceremony. 

"Obsolete  arms  and  ammunition  in  the  hands  of  State  troops 
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should  be  replaced  by  improved  guns  of  same  pattern  as  in  the 
hands  of  the  regular  army,  and  suitable  ammunition  provided. 
On  this  subject  I  beg  to  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  my 
last  report. 

"Exhibition  drills,  while  interesting  as  showing  to  what  degree 
of  mechanical  precision  a  body  of  men  can  be  trained  to  attain  in 
movements  and  motions,  are  an  undesirable  feature  of  military 
camps.  In  many  instances  the  development  of  extreme  smartness 
in  drill  involves  the  neglect  of  some  of  the  most  important  and 
solid  parts  of  a  soldier's  training. 

"  The  great  want  is  a  thorough,  systematic  course  of  instruction 
prescribed  from  State  headquarters  and  rigidly  insisted  on,  and 
the  establishment  in  each  State  of  an  examining  board  before 
whom  ignorant  and  incompetent  officers  could  be  brought  with  a 
view  to  their  elimination  from  the  militar}T  service  of  the  State. 
Every  officer  elected  should,  before  appointment,  be  subject  to 
examination  by  a  board  of  officers,  of  which,  if  possible,  the 
regimental  and  brigade  commanders  and  the  Inspector  General 
should  be  members.  The  material  composing  the  Militia  of  the 
several  States  is  generally  excellent,  and  zeal  and  intelligence  the 
rule  ;  but  the  former  must  be  wisely  directed  and  the  latter  syste- 
matically cultivated." 

During  the  year,  sections  25  and  26,  chapter  14  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  and  section  3,  chapter  230,  Acts  of  1884, 
have  been  amended  so  as  to  provide  an  additional  staff  offi- 
cer, in  brigades  and  battalions,  to  be  known  as  Inspectors 
of  Rifle  Practice,  to  have  charge  of  that  department  in  their 
commands,    v 

Chapter  14,  section  164,  Public  Statutes,  and  chapter  45, 
section  1,  Acts  of  1884,  were  so  amended  as  to  allow  to 
Signal  and  Ambulance  Corps,  annual  drills,  and  pro-rated 
company  emoluments;  section  1,  chapter  230,  Act  of  1884, 
to  admit  to  the  service  Gatling  guns.  By  this  change  Bat- 
teries A  and  B  have  been  augmented  by  two  commissioned 
officers  and  48  enlisted  men,  and  the  force  thereby 
increased. 

The  total  force  now  authorized  by  law  is  three  hundred 
and  forty  (340)  commissioned  officers,  and  four  thousand 
five  hundred  and  sixty-six  (4,566)  enlisted  men. 

The  aggregate  strength  of  the  force  as  computed  to  date 
is  330  officers;  4,030  enlisted  men.

The  vacancy  of  one  company  of  infantry  existing  at  date 
of  last  report  has  (by  General  Orders  No.  3,  C.  S.)  been 
filled  by  the  establishment  of  a  new  company  in  the  city  of 
Gloucester,  known  as  Company  G,  Eighth  Regiment  In- 
fantry. 

Battery  C,  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  having  been 
found  below  an  efficient  standard,  was  disbanded  in  General 
Orders  No.  8,  the  same  order  transferring  Company  M, 
Eighth  Regiment  Infantry,  to  the  Artillery  arm  of  the  service 
as  Battery  C,  and  established  a  new  company  in  Somerville, 
which  was  attached  to  the  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry,  as 
Company  M.  Battery  A  has  been  reorganized,  and  the 
Artillery  battalion  is  now  in  good  condition  and  promises 
well  to  be  excellent. 

Good  results  have  been  attained   by  the  disbandments, 

and  the  same  policy  which  has  obtained  during  the  last  four 

years  toward  weak  and  inefficient  organizations  should  be 

continued.     The  State  should  receive  service  in  some  degree 

commensurate    with   the    liberal  expenditure  and  fostering 

care  bestowed. 

Tours  of  Duty. 

The  regular  tours  of  duty  prescribed  in  General  Orders 
No.  8  were  performed  by  the  different  organizations. 

At  the  encampments  324  commissioned  officers  and  3,682 
enlisted  men,  and  at  annual  drills  285  commissioned  officers 
and  3,194  enlisted  men  performed  duty  required. 

Special  Orders  No.  65  detailed  Company  A,  First  Bat- 
talion Cavalry,  Captain  Henry  D.  Andrews,  as  escort  to  your 
Excellency  on  the  occasion^of  your  annual  visit  to  Harvard 
University.  Special  Orders  No.  134  detailed  the  First 
Battalion  Cavalry,  to  which  was  temporarily  attached  Com- 
pany F,  Cavalry,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Major 
Horace  G.  Kemp,  as  escort  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Harvard  University, 
November  8  ;  the  same  order  detailing  the  First  Corps  of 
Cadets,  Lieut. -Col.  Thomas  F.  Edmands  commanding,  as 
escort  to  the  President  from  Boston  &  Albany  Depot  to  Hotel 
Vendome  in  the  morning,  and  on  his  return  to  the  depot  at 
night.  The  attendance  at  all  tours  of  duty  during  the 
year  has  been  large. 
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Companies  G,  Eighth,  and  C  and  F,  Ninth  Infantry,  re- 
spectively, are  deserving  of  special  mention,  having  paraded 
every  officer  and  man  of  a  full  enlistment  at  the  annual  en- 
campment of  the  Second  Brigade.  The  encampments 
were  held  as  follows  :  —

Enrolled  Militia. 
The  total  number  of  enrolled  Militia  as  reported  to  this 
office  from  the  returns  of  assessors  of  cities  and  towns  is 
280,723,  being  an  increase  of  8,720  since  last  report. 

Heavy  Artillery. 

As  much  progress  has  been  made  in  artillery  practice  and 
drill  as  could  be  expected  with  the  limited  facilities  provided. 
Too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  this  branch  of 
military  science,  and,  if  possible,  one  of  the  vacant  forts  in 
Boston  harbor  should  be  procured,  not  only  for  artillery  drill, 
but  as  a  school  of  instruction  for  officers,  if  this  work  is  to  be 
made  effective. 

In  this  connection  I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to 
the  report  of  Colonel  Austin  C.  Wellington,  First  Regiment 
Infantry,  under  whose  direction  the  heavy-artillery  instruction 
has  been  carried  on  in  his  command. 

Quartermaster's  Department. 
By  Resolves  26  and  40  of  the  year  1885,  $84,000  was  ap- 
propriated by  the  Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  military 
clothing  for  the  Militia  ;  at  the  date  of  my  last  report  there  was 
an  unexpended  balance  of  this  appropriation  of  $35,165.80. 
During  the  current  year  there  has  bee::  expended  in  provid- 
ing new  fatigue  caps,  blouses  and  long  trousers,  with  other 
articles  of  equipment,  $34,927.70,  from  which  the  troops  have 
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been  supplied,  leaving  a  surplus  of  each  of  the  articles  pur- 
chased for  future  issue,  and  an  unexpended  balance  of  $238.10. 

The  State  troops  are  now  well  clothed,  with  the  exception 
of  dress  coats,  which,  from  seven  years'  wear,  have  become 
old,  badly  worn  and  requiring  many  repairs,  and  should  be 
replaced  by  a  new  issue  during  the  coming  year,  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  which  is  $51,600.00. 

Four  Gatling  guns  of  the  model  of  1883,  with  carriages  and 
limbers,  have  been  drawn  from  the  United  States  against  the 
amount  credited  to  the  State,  which  have  been  attached  (two 
each)  to  Batteries  A  and  B,  Light  Artillery,  and  new  harness 
purchased  by  this  department  for  use  therewith. 

The  camp  equipage  is  not  in  good  condition,  long  years  of 
use  having  rendered  many  tents  rotten  and  worthless,  and 
new  ones  should  be  provided,  or  wooden  structures  erected 
to  take  their  place. 

Losses  of  State  property  are  steadily  decreasing  in  all 
commands,  and  officers  are  more  prompt  in  making  returns, 
and  more  particular  in  the  care  thereof. 

New  harness  for  the  light  batteries  have  been  drawn  from 
the  United  States,  those  in  use  having  become  old,  and  were 
poor  when  received  from  the  government,  according  to  the 
report  of  1881. 

The  board  floors  used  at  encampments  are  now  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Commonwealth.  In  a  contract  entered  into  three 
years  since,  it  was  agreed  to  pay  an  annual  rental  for  these 
floors,  for  a  term  of  years,  the  State  having  the  option  to 
purchase  the  same  at  any  time,  deducting  from  the  purchase 
money  the  amount  previously  paid  as  rent.  They  have  been 
acquired  this  year  by  a  small  payment. 

The  property  at  the  Arsenal  is  in  good  condition  under 
the  careful  supervision  of  Mr.  Landy,  in  charge,  the  amount 
and  character  of  which  will  appear  in  Table  No.  5  in  Ap- 
pendix. The  balance  of  allowance  to  the  credit  of  the 
fetate  by  the  general  government  for  ordnance,  ordnance 
stores,  etc.,  at  the  close  of  last  year  was  $9,150  24  ;  placed 
to  our  credit  the  present  year,  $6,496.52 ;  making  a  total 
available  of  $15,646.76;  against  which  I  have  drawn 
$15,193.82;  leaving  a  balance  of  $452.94  to  the  credit  of 
this  Commonwealth  at  this  date. 
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The  short  trousers  and  leggings  previously  issued  were 
continued  in  use  for  police  duty  during  the  year,  but  it  being 
found  that  so  many  were  poor  and  needing  repair,  it  was 
not  considered  economy  to  issue  more  or  to  expend  money 
in  the  repair  of  the  same  ;  they  were  therefore  called  in  and 
condemned,  and  should  be  disposed  of  by  sale. 

During  the  year  it  was  ascertained  that  many  of  the  pa- 
pers pertaining  to  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department 
were  stored  in  the  loft  at  the  Arsenal,  covering  the  war  pe- 
riod. They  were  transferred  to  the  fire-proof  of  this  depart- 
ment, where  by  examination  they  proved  of  great  value  in 
settling  the  claims  against  the  United  States  for  reimburse- 
ment  for  expenditures  in  aid  of  the  government  during  the 
late  civil  war. 

The  records  of  the  Military  Department  of  the  State  de- 
posited in  the  fire-proof  are  not  as  well  arranged  as  is 
desirable,  and  cannot  be,  without  an  increase  of  the  clerical 
force  for  a  few  months  for  this  especial  purpose,  to  classify 
and  place  the  same  in  a  condition  for  reference,  after  which 
an  index  may  be  prepared,  rendering  all  matters  ready  of 
access.     This  should  be  done  during  the  coming  year. 

The  grounds  of  the  soldiers'  monument  at  Dedham,  in 
charge  of  this  office  by  law,  should  be  put  in  better  condi- 
tion than  now.  This  will  not  require  additional  appropria- 
tion. By  chapter  105  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1886,  the  ad- 
justing of  accounts  relating  to  loans  of  State  military  property 
to  cities,  towns  and  institutions,  by  the  Legislature  or  other- 
wise, were  placed  in  my  charge,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor,  and  a  system  of  annual  returns  instituted.  Many 
losses  of  property  have  been  ascertained,  the  property  exist- 
ing merely  as  a  matter  of  record  on  the  books  of  this  depart- 
ment ;  demands  for  the  returns  required  by  the  act  cited 
have  in  most  cases  been  complied  with,  and  small  explained 
losses  have  been  allowed  to  the  following :  Lowell,  New- 
buryport,  State  Reform  School,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Worces- 
ter County  Free  Institute  and  South  Berkshire  Institute,  and 
the  accounts  closed. 

All  such  loaned  property  that  could  be  found  has  been 
turned  in  by  the  following :  City  of  Boston,  Salem,  town  of 
Adams,  Massachusetts  Agricultural   College  and  Wesleyan 
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Academy.  The  balance  as  losses  in  some  of  the  above- 
mentioned  cases  appearing  excessive,  I  have  not  under* 
your  advice  felt  authorized  to  allow  them,  but  have  made  a 
demand  for  settlement  as  required  by  law.  The  account  of 
the  Dean  Academy  is  peculiar,  having  been  carried  on  the 
books  of  this  department  for  years,  although  the  property 
had  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  Acad- 
emy had  been  relieved  from  responsibility.  I  have  dropped 
this  account  from  the  property  books,  and  carry  it  as  a  loss 
charged  against  the  Academy  for  future  settlement. 

A  few  of  the  cities,  towns  and  institutions  still  retain 
property  for  use  ;  but  I  believe  it  should  all  be  called  in,  with 
the  exception  of  that  in  the  possession  of  the  town  of  Con- 
cord, which  should  be  allowed  to  retain  it,  because  the  prop- 
erty in  charge  is  identified  with  the  history  of  that  town. 

Rifle  Practice. 
Rifle  practice  has  been  continued  under  the  system 
adopted,  and  excellent  progress  made  during  the  year  in  this 
essential  service,  under  the  supervision  of  Col.  Horace  T. 
Rockwell,  A.  I.  G.,  Acting  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Prac- 
tice. It  is  with  pleasure  I  record  the  fact  that  a  rifle  team, 
selected  from  the  marksmen  of  the  Militia  of  Massachusetts, 
has,  this  year,  won  the  first  prize  of  the  National  Rifle  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Hilton  Trophy,  together  with  the  individual 
prizes,  in  successful  contest  with  teams  from  other  States 
and  of  the  regular  army.  These  trophies  are  now,  under  the 
rules  of  National  Association,  in  my  custody.  I  refer  your 
Excellency,  with  pleasure,  to  the  reportof  Colonel  Rock- 
well, herewith  submitted. 

Armories. 
The  armory  locations,  with  few  exceptions,  remain  the 
same  as  last  year,  new  armories  having  been  furnished  in  the 
following-named  places:  Somerville,  Gloucester,  Clinton, 
Lawrence  and  Worcester ;  and  a  new  and  commodious 
armory  is  now  in  process  of  erection  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
for  Battery  A,  Artillery,  which,  wheu  completed,  will  be 
convenient  and  of  great  benefit  to  the  command.  The 
armories  in  Boston,  as  a  whole,  are  not  suitable  and  satis- 
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factory,  although  large  rents  are  paid  by  the  city.  My  re- 
peated suggestions  that  the  city  provide  two  armories,  con- 
veniently located  within  its  limits,  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  organizations  therein,  does  not,  apparently,  meet  with 
approval ;  the  large  payments  for  poor  accommodations  still 
continue,  and  the  reimbursements  from  the  State,  in  many 
instances,  decreasing  because  of  non-compliance  with  law 
providing  for  suitable  armories.  The  annual  expenditure  on 
this  account  by  the  city  of  Boston  is  nearly  equal  to  that  of 
the  entire  State,  whilst  it  is  reimbursed  a  little  more  than 
one-third  of  its  payment ;  it  is,  therefore,  apparent  that  two 
armories  of  sufficient  size  would  be  a  great  saving  in  money, 
and  conduce  to  the  welfare  and  efficiency  of  the  commands 
that  might  be  located  therein. 

Camp  Ground. 

By  continued  and  judicious  use  of  fertilizers  the  sod  of  the 
camp  ground  has  improved,  and  was  in  excellent  condition 
during  the  annual  tours  of  camp  duty. 

The  brigade  headquarters  were  too  small,  and  it  was  con- 
sidered better  for  the  commanders  to  have  entire  use  and 
control ;  therefore  a  new  building  was  erected  for  use  of  the 
officers  of  the  Governor's  staff  on  duty  at  encampments  where 
on  Governor's  day  the  State  guests  are  entertained,  thereby 
relieving  the  brigade  officers  from  inconvenience  and  over- 
crowding. 

The  hospital  tents  having  from  long  use  become  worthless, 
a  hospital  building  has  been  erected,  with  suitable  wards  for 
patients  and  storage  for  hospital  property. 

The  fences  around  the  grounds  need  repairs  in  places,  and 
should  be  painted  to  preserve  them. 

The  arsenal  buildings  have  been  newly  painted  and  are  in 
good  repair.  The  grounds  around  the  cook-houses  have 
been  graded,  old  wagon  ruts  filled  and  seeded  and  a  fair  sod 
regained.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for  bathing  facili- 
ties for  the  men  at  the  camp,  which  are  much  needed.  I 
have  not  thought  it  best  to  introduce  water  on  the  field  from 
the  town  main,  as  the  price  asked  seemed  to  me  excessive. 
I  believe  a  reservoir  could  be  constructed  on  the  hill  within 
the  grounds,  and  the  water  supplied  in  that  manner  at  less 
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expense ;  the  small  engine  required  for  pumping  purposes 
could  also  be  utilized  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  making  repairs 
at  the  arsenal,  which  we  are  now  obliged  to  contract  for  out- 
side for  want  of  power.  The  bathing  facilities  should,  at 
least,  be  provided  for  another  year. 

Adjutant  General's  Office. 

The  annual  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  for  this  office, 
which  includes  the  Militia,  War  and  Naval  Records,  and  Sol- 
diers' Messenger  Corps,  is  $168,200.00,  from  which  h*s 
been  expended  for  —

The  expenditures  have  been  made  in  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, etc.,  at  the  State  camp  ground.

As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  this  extraordinary  appro- 
priation should  not  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  annual 
appropriation,  as  the  clothing  purchased  therewith  will  be 
serviceable  for  many  years. 
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Seventeen  hundred  and  twenty-five  letters  and  endorse- 
ments have  been  written  during  the  year.  Eighteen  General 
and  145  Special  Orders  have  been  issued. 

War  Records  and  Claims. 
The  character  of  the  work  performed  in  this  branch  of  the 
office  during  the  year  is  indicated  by  the    following    sum- 
mary :  —

From  the  establishment  of  the  Claim  Bureau  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  11,785  claims  of  all  classes  have  been  recorded,  of 
which  9,381  have  received  favorable  and  1,955  unfavorable 
action. 

The  amount  represented  by  the  favorably  settled  claims 
during  the  year  as  computed  at  the  United  States  Pension 
Agency  in  Boston  to  Dec.  1,  1886,  is  $26,601.26,  which, 
added  to  the  amount  of  collections  previously  reported,  re- 
rults  in  a  grand  total  of  $1,971,299.17.  Number  of  claims 
allowed  during  the  year,  22  ;  disallowed  and  rejected,  27. 
Unsettled  claims,  December  1,  449.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  claims  have  been  prepared,  to  be  forwarded 
through  unknown  channels,  by  the  claimants,  of  which  we 
have  no  retained  record. 

With  every  recurrence  of  quarterly  payments  of  pensions, 
vouchers  have  been  prepared  and  executed  for  pensioners 
borne  on  the  pension  rolls  of  this  and  other  States.  Claims 
for  the  commutation  value  of  artificial  limbs  and  other  appli- 
ances due  every  five  years  to  disabled  soldiers  entitled  have 
been  prepared  in  some  forty  cases. 
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Recent  legislation  by  Congress  providing  for  removal  of 
charge  of  desertion,  and  allowing  bounty  to  officers  dis- 
charged as  enlisted  men  to  accept  promotion  (before  serving 
two  years  as  enlisted  men  as  required  by  previous  laws), 
and  establishing  the  rank  and  emoluments  of  certain  com- 
missioned officers,  has  entailed  additional  work  in  supply- 
ing, from  our  records,  the  evidence  necessary  to  amend  the 
records  in  such  cases. 

Naval  Records. 

The  compilation  of  the  record  of  officers,  sailors  and  ma- 
rines has  been  continued  with  all  possible  despatch.  A  ser- 
vice record  of  the  officers  (line,  staff,  warrant  and  marine 
corps)  of  the  navy  is  in  progress.  Up  to  date,  1,644  officers 
of  the  various  grades  are  represented  therein,  151  of  whom 
were  promoted  from  before  the  mast  for  meritorious  con- 
duct. The  indexing  of  the  naval  records  still  continues  and 
is  approaching  completion  ;  9,211  names  have,  with  the  record 
of  each,  been  indexed  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of 
15,416.  This  list  is  now  ready  for  publication  in  advance 
sheets,  for  the  discovery  of  errors  and  omissions,  if  any, 
for  the  permanent  record,  as  contemplated  by  law,  for  which 
an  appropriation  should  be  made. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  to  allow  a  clerk  from  this  office 
to  correct  the  list  from  the  files  in  the  bureaus  of  that  de- 
partment, as  well  as  to  ascertain  the  names  and  record  of 
those  enlisting,  or  serving  to  the  credit  of  Massachusetts 
from  stations  in  other  States. 

By  the  exertion  of  Commander  Richard  F.  Tobin,  Depart- 
ment of  Massachusetts,  G.  A.  R.,  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
was  contributed  by  members  of  the  Legislature  and  heads 
of  State  departments  to  procure  a  lioral  tribute  for  the  tomb 
of  General  Grant  on  Memorial  Day,  on  which  occasion  I 
was  detailed  by  your  Excellency  to  accompany  Commander 
Tobin  with  the  offering  to  New  York,  where  I  attended  the 
memorial  service  of  the  Grant  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  in  Brooklyn, 
and  by  invitation  of  J.  R.  Knapp,  Esq.,  viewed  the  proces- 
sion fn  m  his  residence.  The  President  of  the  United 
States  was  present.  I  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  tomb 
and  attended  the  ceremonies  there. 
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Soldiers'  Messenger  Corps. 

The  appropriation  for  this  corps  remains  as  established  in 
1883,  viz.,  $800. 

The  force  consists  of  fifteen  members  "at  this  date,  whose 
posts  or  stations  are  changed  from  time  to  time  whenever 
the  messengers  can  be  benefited  thereby,  and  who  are  re- 
quired to  report  in  person  their  weekly  earnings,  which  vary 
in  amounts  from  one  to  seven  dollars  per  week.  During  the 
year  two  messengers  have  died,  two  resigned  and  one  dis- 
charged for  cause. 

But  few  applications  are  made  for  appointment  on  this 
corps,  for  the  reason  but  little  can  be  earned  at  the  calling ; 
the  telephone  and  district  companies  furnishing  cheap  and 
rapid  service.  I  regret  this,  as  many  of  these  men  are  so 
disabled  as  to  incapacitate  them  for  the  performance  of  any 
other  labor.

Recommendations. 

The  excellent  work  performed  for  the  State,  and  the  earn- 
est endeavors  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Militia,  cannot  be 
too  highly  praised,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  suitable 
badge  be  adopted  for  issue  in  recognition  of  continuous, 
meritorious  service  of  the  men.  In  other  States  such  badges 
are  furnished,  but  at  the  expense  of  regimental  organizations, 
and  resulting  in  a  diversity  of  designs.  The  citizen  soldier 
of  Massachusetts  should  receive  such  badge  from  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  arms  now  in  use  by  the  infantry  organizations,  while 
in  good  condition,  are  not  of  the  latest  pattern.  Various 
improvements   by  the  United  States  government  from  time 
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to  time  have  been  made  in  small-arms,  which  have  been  scat- 
tered here  and  there  in  the  commands. 

If  possible,  arms  of  uniform  pattern  and  latest  model 
should  be  procured,  by  exchange  or  otherwise,  for  our  troops. 
The  importance  of  rifle  practice  demands  an  inspector- 
general  of  rifle  practice  on  the  Staff  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  and  a  special  appropriation  to  defray  the  expense  of 
ammunition  at  State  matches,  pay  of  officers  visiting  com- 
panies, etc.  The  officers  of  the  Militia  have  become  quite 
familiar  with  the  use  of  the  rifle,  and  are  able  to  instruct  in 
this  duty. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  issue  of  revolvers  to  commis- 
sioned officers,  and  to  the  artillery,  signal  and  ambulance 
organizations  be  considered  ;  thus  giving  the  officer  an  effective 
weapon  in  case  of  active  duty,  and  the  artillery  and  other 
organizations  named  a  means  of  defence  which  the  sabre 
does  not  afford.  Revolver  shooting  might  be  introduced  at  the 
regular  State  matches,  where  the  officers  now  use  the  enlisted 
men's  weapons,  which  they  would  not  use  in  actual  service. 

Company  by-laws,  heretofore  approved  in  many  instances, 
are  in  conflict  with  mo  e  recent  legislation.  It  is  a  matter 
for  consideration  whether  such  by-laws  should  extend  be- 
yond the  management  of  private  company  funds  and  prop- 
erty ;  a  common  by-law  for  all,  perhaps  would  be  well. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia, 
adopted  Dec.  30,  1878,  is  too  voluminous  to  ensure  careful 
study,  much  of  its  contents  being  verbatim  copies  of  law  and 
tactics,  which  have  been  changed  or  modified,  causing  confu- 
sion. As  the  plates  from  which  it  was  printed  were  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  the  question  of  reducing  and  rearranging  it 
is  pertinent  at  this  time. 

Permits  granted  for  the  letting  of  company  armories 
have  in  some  instances  been  abused ;  such  permits  never 
contemplated  the  letting  of  such  armories  to  permanent 
tenants,  but  solely  for  entertainments  for  the  benefit  of  the 
company  fund.  The  question  of  refusing  all  such  permits  is 
a  matter  for  consideration,  that  the  matter  maybe  settled  for 
all  time.  The  complaints  and  abuses  in  this  matter  wisely 
determined  your  Excellency  to  withhold  further  permits  until 
the  question  had  been  fully  considered.

An  increase  of  the  military  force  of  the  State  is  recom- 
mended, either  by  the  formation  of  a  new  regiment  or 
increasing  the  present  to  uniform  strength  ;  and  one  regiment 
should  be  made  a  Heavy  Artillery  regiment,  uniformed  and 
instructed  as  such.  Suggestions  have  been  made  that  the 
annual  drills  be  merged  into  the  encampments.  Whilst  I  am 
not  committed  to  this  change,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration, 
and  perhaps  would  tend  to  increased  efficiency  ;  but  I  would, 
if  done,  recommend  that  an  annual  fall  field-day  of  the  entire 
force  be  introduced,  for  which  pay  and  allowances  should  be 
provided. 

It  is  important  that  canteens  and  haversacks,  with  drink- 
ing-cups,  should  be  furnished  by  the  State  to  each  command. 
The  canteens  now  on  hand  are  large  and  cumbersome,  of 
obsolete  pattern  and  of  many  colors.  Frocks  for  stable  duty 
for  Cavalry  and  Artillery  should  be  issued,  which,  costing 
but  little,  would  be  a  considerable  saving  to  uniforms. 

If  new  tents  are  purchased,  the  custom  of  issuing  two 
tents  to  line  officers  should  be  discontinued,  and  one  only 
issued,  with  a  fly  for  the  front ;  the  present  custom  requiring 
the  tents  to  be  opened  at  both  ends,  they  are  easily  torn  and 
soon  made  worthless.  If  practicable,  wooden  buildings  as 
headquarters  for  battalion  commanders  should  be  erected, 
as  a  saving  of  expense  to  the  officer  and  a  measure  of 
economy  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

While  the  standard  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  is 
high,  the  improvement  in  the  Militia  calis  for  a  still  higher 
one,  and  an  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  as  now 
constituted  by  law  is  desirable. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  express  to  the  Staff  of  your  Ex- 
cellency my  appreciation  for  courtesies,  and  for  iheir  loyal 
attention  to  duty. 

Renewing  to  your  Excellency  the  expression  of  my  deep 
obligation  for  the  confidence  and  kindness  I  have  enjoyed  at 
your  hands,  and  for  the  aid  and  advice  so  cheerfully  rendered 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me,

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR'S  DEPARTMENT. 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Inspector  General's  Office, 

Boston,  Nov.  1,  1886. 
To  the  Adjutant  General,  Boston,  Mass. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  duties 
performed  by  this  department  during  the  year  now  closing  :  — 

Armory  inspections  have  been  continued  under  the  system 
adopted  two  years  ago.  All  organizations  were  formally  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  State  property  found  better  cared  and  ac- 
counted for  than  heretofore.  A  majorit}T  of  the  commands  were 
found  in  good,  and  some  in  excellent  condition  ;  twelve  were  found 
in  fair,  and  five  in  poor  condition  ;  three  only  were  found  in  debt, 
the  others  having  substantial  amounts  in  treasuries.  Much  im- 
provement appeared  in  the  manner  of  keeping  records,  books  and 
papers.  An  officer  of  this  department  was  present  at  all  annual 
drills  and  encampments,  carefully  observing  and  noting  the  per- 
formance of  duties  .and  reporting  thereon,  as  required  by  law, 
copies  of  which  reports  were  forwarded  to  commanding  officers, 
pointing  out  defects,  with  suggestions  as  to  remedy.  At  the  an- 
nual encampments  strict  attention  to  duty,  with  good  results,  was 
the  rule.  The  weather  was  propitious,  with  a  full  attendance,  as 
will  appear  from  the  subjoined  tables.  The  guard  duty  in  the 
First  Brigade  was  the  best  I  have  ever  seen  performed  at  the  State 
camp  ground.  Drummers,  however,  are  still  deficient  in  knowl- 
edge of  this  duty,  which  is  accounted  for  by  lack  of  proper  instruc- 
tion on  the  part  of  those  upon  whom  the  instruction  devolves  and 
which  should  receive  that  attention  its  importance  deserves.  Some 
of  the  officers  detailed  for  guard  duty  were  unable  to  impart  instruc- 
tion, from  ignorance  of  their  duties.  Such  officers  should  receive 
attention  if  found  deficient  the  coming  }Tear.  Drills  have,  in  a 
measure,  improved  ;  military  courtesy  and  discipline  have  been 
good  ;  camps  at  night  generally  quiet,  that  of  the  Second  Brigade

excelling  in  this  respect ;  stables,  sinks  and  camps  were  well 
policed  each  day.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  the  good  de- 
portment in  both  brigades.  Good  order  and  quiet  prevailed  at  all 
times  in  the  town  proper,  and  severe  criticisms  on  the  conduct  of 
enlisted  men  have  given  place  to  favorable  comments.  The  heavy 
artillery  practice  and  drill  by  the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry  has 
been  performed  in  an  efficient  manner,  but  in  order  to  further  pro- 
mote this  important  branch  of  the  service,  more  time  and  better 
facilities  are  required  than  can  be  had  at  the  State  camp  ground. 
While  much  improvement  can  be  made  by  all  the  commands,  in 
the  duties  of  the  soldier,  much  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  the  earnest  endeavor  of  officers  and  men  to  render  the 
State  good  service  is  entitled  to  much  commendation.  The  First 
and  Second  Corps  of  Cadets  performed  their  tours  of  camp  duty 
at  Hingham  and  Essex  respectively,  where  the  routine  duty,  as 
required  in  orders,  was  strictly  carried  out  with  good  results. 

The  general  tone  of  the  State  force  is  good  ;  a  large  majority  of 
its  officers  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  increase  its  effectiveness, 
and  should  not  be  compelled  to  be  hampered  with  officers  who  are 
neglectful,  and  in  some  cases  ignorant  of  the  duties  of  their  posi- 
tion. Officers  who  cannot  be  of  assistance  to  their  commanding: 
officers  are  worse  than  useless.  A  few  would  do  well  to  give  atten- 
tion to  their  personal  appearance,  as  regards  fit  of  uniform,  clean- 
liness and  carriage ;  and  such  as  do  not  should  give  way  for  more 
earnest  and  interested  men.  During  the  coming  year,  should  such 
officers  show  no  improvement,  they  should  be  called  to  account  in 
General  Orders.  A  much  larger  portion  of  officers  and  men  have 
progressed  beyond  them  in  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  and  there  is 
no  place  for  such.  Annual  drills  were  held  in  conformity  with 
orders,  the  da}Ts  were  well  employed  in  drill  and  the  attendance 
good.  The  improvement  in  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery  since 
its  organization  was  marked,  and  it  is  now  in  a  fair  way  to  become 
excellent.  The  general  neatness  of  the  men  is  commendable. 
Continued  attention  to  brasses  and  personal  appearance  is  all  that 
is  required. 

The  cavalry  should  receive,  more  instruction  in  attention  and 
steadiness,  when  mounted,  and  the  gaining  of  proper  seat  in  saddle. 
To  this  end,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  wooden  horses 
be  provided  for  both  artillery  and  cavalry  for  use  in  armory.  The 
drums  now  in  use  are  not  suitable,  being  of  poor  tone  and  requir- 
ing constant  repair.  New  drums  of  better  quality  should  be  sup- 
plied. The  present  system  or  custom  of  catering  by  company  should 
be  improved  upon  by  having  caterers  for  each  regiment,  and  suitable 
mess-rooms  should  be  built.     Caterers  now,  as  a  rule,  employ  help

that  in  many  instances  are  neither  useful  nor  ornamental,  and 
losses  of  State  property  can  often  be  traced  to  camp  followers  who 
perform  a  little  work  for  the  caterer  for  their  meals.  By  such 
change  the  caterer  could  be  held  responsible  for  his  help,  and  be 
required  to  restrain  them  from  prowling  about  the  camp  by 
night. 

I  am  satisfied  that  camp  visitors  should  not  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  quarters  of  the  men  over  night,  but  be  obliged  to 
leave  the  lines  at  "  taps."  Many  instances  have  come  to  my 
knowledge  where  such  visitors  have  deprived  the  soldier  of  his  bed, 
and  have  been  a  source  of  expense  to  entertain.  If  such  visitors 
like  camp  life,  it  is  easily  attainable  by  joining  the  Militia. 

Bathing  facilities  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  practicable.  At 
armory  drills  attention  should  be  given  to  military  courtesy  and 
discipline,  and  an  evening  each  month  devoted  to  reading  guard 
and  other  duties  of  the  soldier,  which  as  well  conduce  to  improve- 
ment as  constant  drill  in  small  armories.  A  card  of  suitable 
dimensions  and  t}Tpe  should  be  issued  to  each  company,  giving 
instructions  in  guard  duty,  with  prints  of  shoulder  straps  and  other 
insignia  b}T  which  the  rank  of  various  grades  of  officers  may  be 
determined.

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The  decrease  of  the  percentage  in  some  commands  can  be  attri- 
buted to  the  falling  off  in  attendance  of  one  or  two  companies, 
which  should  not  longer  be  allowed  to  keep  down  the  standard  of 
the  regiment. 

I  append  the  report  of  Capt.  George  B.  Rodne}r,  Fourth  Artiller}^ 
United  States  America,  detailed  by  the  War  Department  to  the 
State  Encampments.  I  am  indebted  to  Cols.  Horace  T.  Rockwell 
and  Edward  E.  Currier,  Assistant  Inspectors  General,  for  valuable 
assistance  rendered,  and  again  recommend  that  provision  be  made 
by  law  to  compensate  the  Inspectors  for  time  given  to  armory 
inspections.  I  am  also  indebted  to  Major  John  W.  Sanger,  Assist- 
ant Inspector  First  Brigade,  for  duty  performed  without  pay  in 
inspection  of  armories. 

I  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  say  that  the  Commonwealth  is  receiv- 
ing good  return  for  its  expenditure  on  the  Militia,  and  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  having  so  effective  a  bod}^  of  citizen  soldiery.  I 
am  under  obligations  to  brigade,  battalion  and  cadets  corps  com- 
manders for  kindly  courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  various 
tours  of  duty.

REPORT  OF  CAPT.  GEORGE  B.  RODNEY,  U.  S.  A. 

Fort  Adams,  R.  I.,  Sept.  21, 1886. 
To  the  Adjutant  General  U.  S  Army,  Washington,  D.  G. 

General  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  compliance  with 
paragraph  9,  Special  Orders,  No.  115,  dated  Headquarters  of  the 
Army,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  May  17, 1886, 
I  visited  the  encampment  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia 
at  the  places  and  on  the  dates  designated  by  said  Special  Orders, 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  camp  ground  at  South  Framingham  has  been  described  in 
detail  for  several  3Tears,  the  onty  change  made  during  the  past  }Tear 
being  the  erection  of  a  one-story  frame  building  for  the  use  of  the 
Governor  and  his  staff. 

The  First  Brigade  consists  of  three  regiments  of  infantry,  two  of 
twelve  companies  each  and  one  of  eight  companies  ;  one  company 
of  cavalry  ;  and  one  light  battery  of  artillery.  The  total  enlisted 
strength  of  this  brigade  is  2,002,  with  150  commissioned  officers  ; 
83  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  99  per  cent,  of  the  latter  were  pres- 
ent in  camp. 
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The  Second  Brigade  consists  of  three  regiments  of  infantry,  two 
of  eight  companies  each  and  one  of  twelve  companies  ;  one  battalion 
of  light  artillery,  consisting  of  two  light  batteries  ;  and  one  bat- 
talion of  cavalry,  consisting  of  two  companies.  The  total  enlisted 
strength  of  this  brigade  is  1,958,  and  157  commissioned  officers; 
82  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  94  per  cent,  of  the  latter  were  pres- 
ent in  camp. 

The  brigades  encamped  on  the  same  ground;  wall  tents  were 
provided  for  all,  and  the  camps  were  arranged  as  required  by  regu- 
lations. Printed  orders  prescribed  the  routine  of  duty,  and  practi- 
cally the  same  for  both  brigades  were  issued,  and  I  think  included 
all  that  could  have  been  required  of  the  men  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  different  camps  and  all  the  grounds  were  thoroughly 
policed  every  day,  also  the  stables  and  grounds  adjacent. 

The  medical  department  was  well  administered,  and  while  I  did 
not  see  for  myself,  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  State,  who  was 
present  in  each  camp,  informed  me  that  his  department  was  well 
supplied  with  medicines  and  hospital  supplies.  The  general  health 
of  the  men  in  both  brigades  was  very  good. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  messing,  and  as  the 
present  plan  seems  to  be  satisfactory,  it  is  not  probable  any  will  be 
made.  I  questioned  the  men  freely  on  this  subject,  and  am  of  the 
opinion  that  many  of  them  would  not  go  to  camp  at  all  if  obliged 
to  prepare  their  own  food. 

The  arms  (Springfield  rifles,  caliber  .45)  and  equipments  are  no 
longer  inspected  in  camp,  experience  showing  that  this  work  can 
be  more  thoroughly  performed  in  the  armories.  Consequently  I  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  do  more  than  observe  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  equipment,  which  appeared  to  be  very  good.  The 
cartridge-boxes  are  of  good  pattern,  and  the}7-,  with  the  belts,  are 
made  of  substantial  material  and  are  veiy  serviceable.  Canteens 
and  haversacks  have  not  been  issued  ;  the  State  has  a  sufficient 
supply  of  the  former  on  hand,  but  none  of  the  latter. 

The  uniforms  are  of  good  quality,  and  the  allowance  is  quite  suf- 
ficient. With  the  exception  of  the  dress-coats,  which  are  double- 
breasted,  and  the  forage-caps,  which  have  a  sloping  visor,  the 
uniform  is  similar  in  every  respect  to  that  issued  to  the  army,  and 
is  well  adapted  for  use  in  the  field.  The  whole  command  has  been 
supplied  with  new  overcoats  during  the  past  year,  which  adds  very 
much  to  the  appearance  of  the  men.  These  overcoats  are  similar 
in  every  respect  to  the  coats  issued  to  the  army,  and  cost  $10.42 
each.  The  short  trousers  and  leather  leggings  were  discarded  this 
year  and  long  trousers  substituted.  This  change  gives  great  satis- 
faction to  the  men,  and  as  the  Adjutant  General  is  satisfied  that 
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the  cost  to  the  State  will  be  less,  the  change  is  undoubtedly  a  good 
one. 

The  personnel  of  the  different  commands  appeared  to  be  very 
good  ;  I  mingled  freely  with  the  officers  of  all  grades,  and  found 
them  to  be  generally  men  of  character,  interested  in  their  work 
and  anxious  to  learn  their  duties.  The  enlisted  men  are  mostly 
young  and  of  good  physique. 

Guard  duty  received  constant  attention  from  the  officers  of  the 
staff,  and  in  both  brigades  a  great  effort  was  made  to  instruct  and 
inform  the  men  in  this  important  duty.  As  a  matter  of  course 
manjT  awkward  and  ignorant  men  were  noticed  among  the  senti- 
nels, but  they  all  showed  an  eagerness  to  do  what  was  proper ;  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  with  more  instruction  in  the  armory, 
the  men  would  go  into  camp  full}'  prepared  to  perform  this  duty  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  discipline  seemed  to  be  good.  The  men  were  in  excellent 
temper  and  willing,  which  is  in  my  judgment  always  an  indication 
of  good  discipline  ;  but  the}'  had  not  been  under  restraint  a  suffi- 
cient length  of  time  to  show  the  effect  of  camp  regulations,  etc. 
They  were  generally  respectful  and  obedient,  and  only  one  case  of 
insubordination  was  noticed  by  me. 

Target  practice  received  considerable  attention,  and  both  bri- 
gades have  a  fair  proportion  of  marksmen.  The  State  compels  a 
certain  amount  of  practice  when  practicable,  and  makes  a  fair 
allowance  of  ammunition  ;   but  this  allowance  should  be  increased. 

The  infantry  organizations  are  all  fairly  well  instructed,  some 
much  better  than  others,  but  as  a  whole  sufficiently  well  to  enable 
them  to  execute  quite  rapidly  most  of  the  movements  in  the  school 
of  the  battalion.  They  do  not  manoeuvre  with  precision  and  accu- 
racy, which  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  want  of  judgment  of 
the  company  officers  and  the  indifference  of  the  field  officers.  The 
field  officers,  so  far  as  I  was  able  to  observe,  did  not  seem  to  under- 
stand that  anything  was  required  of  them  when  on  drill,  and  as  a 
rule  did  nothing.  In  making  this  criticism  I  except  the  field  offi- 
cers of  the  First  Regiment,  who  were  at  all  times  when  on  drill,  etc., 
conspicuous  for  their  untiring  zeal  and  attention ;  and  as  a  very 
natural  result  this  regiment  leads  them  all  in  accuracy  at  drill  and 
appearance  on  reviews,  parades,  etc. 

It  was  noticed  that  in  almost  every  regiment  when  executing 
movements  requiring  the  guides  to  mark  the  extension  of  the  line, 
etc.,  they,  the  guides,  were  rarely,  if  ever,  in  their  proper  places ; 
also,  that  the  men  were  wearied  and  worn-out  with  the  constant 
side  stepping  and  pushing  to  close  distances,  caused  by  the  com- 
\  any   commanders  failing  to  give  their  commands  at  the  proper 
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time  and  in  a  proper  tone  of  voice.  Many  of  the  officers,  who 
apparently  understand  what  commands  to  give,  do  not  know  how 
to  give  them,  and  I  think  the}7  should  be  instructed.  There  are  a 
number  of  officers  in  both  brigades  who  are  as  efficient  drill  in- 
structors as  can  be  found,  and  they  should  be  detailed  to  drill  the 
officers  I  have  alluded  to,  and  to  instruct  them  particularly  in  giv- 
ing commands. 

Field  officers  should  be  dismounted  at  drill  until  the  guides 
thoroughly  understand  their  duties  and  no  longer  require  their 
assistance. 

Skirmish  drills  by  company  and  battalion  were  held  nearly  every 
day  by  some  one  regiment,  and  excellent  progress  made. 

All  the  regiments  drill  fairly  well  at  the  manual  of  arms  ;  in  fact, 
sufficiently  well  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  new  cadence  and  length  of  step  have  not  been  adopted. 
This  should  be  corrected  at  once. 

There  were  three  light  batteries  at  camp  —  A  and  C  in  the  Sec- 
ond Brigade  and  B  in  the  First  Brigade.  The  batten*  (B) 
attached  to  the  First  Brigade  was  in  much  better  order  than  when 
inspected  by  me  in  1882,  and  the  harness  and  material  is  apparently 
new.  On  this  occasion  it  was  very  well  horsed  and  manoeuvred 
with  considerable  accuracy.  This  battery  has  attached  to  it  two 
Gatling  guns,  caliber  .45,  and  although  they  had  been  in  charge 
only  a  few  weeks,  the  officers  and  men  were  familiar  with  their 
mechanism,  and  worked  them  rapidly  and  with  ease.  The  personnel 
of  this  battery  is  very  good. 

The  personnel  of  the  batteries  (A  and  C)  attached  to  the  Second 
Brigade  is  entirely  new  ;  that  of  Battery  C  was  transferred  from 
the  infantiy  (Eighth  Regiment)  some  time  last  spring,  and  the 
former  Battery  A  has  been  so  thoroughly  reorganized  that  only  a 
few  men  remain  in  it  who  were  present  in  the  camp  of  1885. 
Under  these  circumstances  very  little  was  expected  of  these 
batteries  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  ;  and  while  it  must 
be  conceded  that  his  expectations  were  realized,  it  was  quite 
apparent  that  the  officers  and  men  made  every  effort  that  could  be 
reasonably  expected  of  them,  and  the  improvement  made  in  disci- 
pline and  drill  during  the  few  days  they  were  in  camp  was  entirely 
satisfactoiy.  Battery  A  has  two  Gatling  guns,  caliber  .45, 
attached  to  it,  and  the  men  seemed  to  be  fairly  well  instructed  in 
their  use. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  State  of  Massachusetts  has  more  light 
artillery  than  the  strength  of  the  organized  Militia  calls  for;  and 
if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  it  seems  to  be  settled  that  no  reduc- 
tion  can   be  made,   as  indicated    by  the    organization  of   a  new 
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battery  last  spring,  I  would  recommend  that  the  light  artillery  be 
reduced  b}~  one  battery.  Under  the  existing  circumstances,  I 
recommend  that  the  three  light  batteries  be  detached  from  the 
brigades  with  which  they  are  now  serving,  formed  into  a  brigade 
of  light  artillery,  and  camp  at  Frarningharn  entirely  by  themselves, 
under  command  of  the  senior  artillery  officer.  It  is  a  fact  appar- 
ent to  every  one  interested  in  the  matter  that  light  artillery  instruc- 
tion under  the  present  arrangement  is  almost  a  farce,  and  does  but 
little  good.  A  large  amount  of  valuable  time  is  wasted  attending 
parades  and  reviews,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  light  batteries 
will  never  get  much  beyond  where  the}'  now  are  in  regard  to 
mounted  instruction  until  some  such  change  as  the  one  recom- 
mended is  adopted. 

The  First  Regiment  of  infant^  (Colonel  Wellington)  has  been 
receiving  instruction  in  heavy  artillery  since  1882,  the  year  the 
earthwork  authorized  by  Congress  was  built  and  armed  at  South 
Framingharn.  I  witnessed  the  drilling  of  several  detachments  at 
the  ten-inch  sea-coast  guns  and  ten-inch  sea-coast  mortars,  includ- 
ing target  practice  with  the  latter,  and  found  the  officers  and  men 
well  instructed.  The  progress  made  bv  this  regiment  in  heavy  ar- 
tillery  indicates  quite  plainly  that  the  money  expended  on  the  earth- 
work at  South  Framingharn  was  well  invested.  Instruction  in  heavy 
artillery  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  should  be  encouraged  by 
the  War  Department  in  all  States  that  have  harbors  to  defend. 
Too  much  importance  cannot  be  given  this  subject,  and  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  where  a  beginning  has  been  made,  as  in  Massa- 
chusetts, every  effort  be  made  to  foster  and  encourage  it.  The 
earthwork  at  South  Framingharn  has  been  of  great  service,  but 
does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  a  regiment  designated  for  heav}* 
artilleiy  instruction.  More  instruction  in  details  is  absolutely 
necessar}',  and  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  various  companies,  or 
even  detachments,  to  visit  South  Framingharn  for  this  purpose  as 
often  as  is  necessaiy.  I  therefore  recommend  that  Fort  Independ- 
ence, Boston  Harbor,  a  work  conveniently  located  for  the  com- 
panies of  the  First  Regiment  at  and  near  Boston,  be  set  apart  for 
their  use.  If  it  is  possible  I  would  advise  the  temporary  transfer 
of  the  fort  to  the  State  authorities.  Instruction  could  then  be 
carried  on  by  detachments  throughout  the  year,  and  in  a  few 
months  five  or  six  hundred  fairly  well-drilled  artilleiymen  would 
be  available  for  the  defence  of  the  harbor  in  an  emergency.  I  also 
recommend,  if  the  above  suggestion  can  be  carried  out,  that  a 
young  officer  of  artillery  be  detailed  to  instruct  the  officers  of  the 
Militia  in  this  particular  branch,  provided  the  State  authorities 
wish  it. 
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The  three  companies  of  cavalry  made  a  very  creditable  appear- 
ance and  were  well  mounted.  Since  my  last  inspection  they  have 
been  provided  with  carbines  and  instructed  in  their  use.  They 
drill  fairly  well,  but  the  cavalry  as  well  as  the  light  artillery  would 
have  a  better  chance  if  separated  from  the  infantry  brigades.  They 
do  not  have  sufficient  time  for  instruction,  and  a  great  deal  of  time 
is  wasted  attending  parades,  reviews,  etc.  On  both  of  my  visits 
to  Framingham  the  cavalry  lost  a  whole  morning,  and,  in  fact, 
almost  an  entire  day,  attending  the  reception  of  the  Governor  and 
the  subsequent  review.  This  would  be  all  very  well  if  the  men 
were  thoroughly  drilled,  but  under  the  circumstances  it  was  wasting 
time  —  very  valuable  to  the  cavalry  and  very  expensive  to  the 
State.  Considering  everything,  the  cavalry  make  a  far  better 
showing  than  the  authorities  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  particu- 
larly the  compan}^  attached  to  the  First  Brigade. 

First  Corps  of  Cadets. 

This  command  encamped  at  Hingham  on  ground  owned  b}7  the 
corps.  This  camp  has  been  full}*  described  heretofore,  and  no 
change  has  been  made  in  buildings  since  last  vear.  This  com- 
mand  has  a  total  strength  of  15  commissioned  officers  and  166  en- 
listed men.  All  of  the  former  and  sevent}*  per  cent,  of  the  latter  were 
present  in  camp.  Wall-tents,  with  flies  (the  latter  being  the  prop- 
erty of  the  corps) ,  were  provided  for  all.  The  camp  was  laid  out 
as  prescribed  by  regulations,  and  was  thoroughly  policed  every 
morning.  The  messing  was  done  by  a  caterer  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  commanding  officer,  and  every  meal  was  inspected 
by  the  surgeons  before  it  was  issued  to  the  men.  To  this,  and  the 
constant  attention  and  care  of  the  medical  officers,  I  attribute  the 
excellent  health  of  the  command.  No  men  were  reported  sick 
during  the  week.  Printed  orders  and  camp  regulations,  complete 
in  every  respect,  were  distributed  and  faithfully  carried  out. 

The  uniform  (which  is  not  furnished  by  the  State)  is  good,  but 
the  white  dress-coats  are  not  adapted  for  field  service.  The  fa- 
tigue uniform  is  practically  the  same  as  that  furnished  by  the 
State,  and  is,  as  I  have  reported  heretofore,  well  adapted  for  field 
service. 

The  arms  (Springfield  rifles,  calibre  .45)  appeared  to  be  in  good 
order.  The  cartridge-boxes  and  belts  (the  property  of  the  corps) 
are  of  an  old  pattern,  and  not  adapted  for  service.  They  were  in 
good  order.  Company,  company  skirmish  and  battalion  drills 
were  held  dailv,  and  good  results  obtained.  The  instruction  was 
very  thorough,  and  great  pains  taken  to  secure  accuracy  at  drill. 
Considering,  however,  the  excellence  of  the  personnel,  and  the  fact 
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that  the  four  companies  occupy  the  same  armory,  and  that  the 
officers  and  men  are  nearly  all  personally  known  to  each  other, 
the  condition  of  the  command  in  this  respect  is  hardly  what  it 
should  be. 

The  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  show  the  effects  of 
careful  training,  and  were  thorough  and  efficient  in  all  their  duties. 
The  discipline  was  excellent,  both  officers  and  men  showing  a  de- 
sire to  cany  it  out  as  intelligent  men  understand  it,  and  they 
were  entirely  successful. 

Guard  duty  was  as  well  performed  as  is  possible  where  the  men 
have  so  little  of  it  to  do,  and  with  this  command  the  thoroughness 
with  which  it  was  performed  is  due  to  the  care  and  attention  of  the 
commander  of  the  corps.  His  methods  of  instruction  cover  all 
points  required  to  secure  perfect  duty  from  sentinels,  and  his 
personal  supervision  is  so  complete  that  the  men  must  learn  unless 
determined  not  to  do  so. 

A  good  range  up  to  200  yards  has  been  located  (on  propertjT 
adjoining  the  camp  and  leased  by  the  corps) ,  with  suitable  butts 
for  markers  and  a  very  secure  bullet  catch.  Target  practice  was 
carried  on  each  day  under  the  supervision  of  the  company  officers 
and  Lieutenant  Hays,  instructor  of  rifle  practice.  The  corps  has 
a  large  number  of  marksmen. 

Second  Corps  of  Cadets. 

The  camp  of  this  command  was  located  about  one  mile  from 
Essex,  on  ground  owned  by  a  railroad  company,  and  commonly 
used  b}T  pleasure  parties.  This  command  has  a  total  strength  of 
14  officers  and  114  enlisted  men  ;  all  of  the  former  and  75  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  were  present.  Wall-tents  were  used  b}T  all  and 
the  camp  was  properly  laid  out.  The  messing  was  in  charge  of 
the  quartermaster,  who  purchased  all  supplies,  hired  servants,  etc., 
and  exercised  a  general  supervision.  Printed  orders  for  the  regu- 
lation of  the  camp  were  issued  and  faithfully  adhered  to.  The 
uniform  (part  of  which  is  furnished  by  the  State)  is  good,  and  the 
undress  suitable  for  field  service.  The  camp  was  policed  every 
daj',  but  not  as  thoroughly  as  most  of  others  visited  by  me.  The 
tents  were  not  alwa}'s  in  good  order,  and  were  crowded  with 
trunks  and  large  boxes,  presenting  a  decidedly  unmilitary  appear- 
ance. The  discipline  was  very  good  ;  the  men  were  obedient  and 
appeared  to  be  interested  in  their  work.  Guard  duty  was  per- 
formed only  fairly  well,  and  most  of  the  sentinels  questioned  in 
my  presence  were  decidedl}T  ignorant  of  their  duties.  This,  how- 
ever, was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  them 
were  recruits.

The  arms  (Springfield  rifle,  caliber  .45)  appeared  to  be  in  good 
order.  The  cartridge-boxes  and  belts  were  in  good  order,  and  are 
of  suitable  pattern  and  fit  for  service. 

Company  and  battalion  drills  were  held  daily,  but  the  results  did 
not  seem  to  me  to  be  very  satisfactory.  There  was  a  general  want 
of  even  attempt  at  accuracy,  and  a  very  decided  want  of  interest 
displayed  in  the  company  drills  that  came  under  my  observation. 
This,  however,  I  attribute  to  the  excessive  heat  that  made  drilling 
very  irksome  and  unpleasant.  The  battalion  drills  were  much 
better,  and  a  decided  improvement  made  each  da}'. 

Target  practice  was  carried  on  daily  under  the  supervision  of 
the  company  officers. 

The  officers  were  efficient  and  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their 
various  duties.  Man}7  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  were  recent 
appointments,  which  was  a  great  disadvantage. 

Parades  and  reviews  were  held  in  all  the  different  camps  —  the 
former  daily,  the  latter  at  least  once. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Militia  since  my  inspection  in  1882,  except  the  addition  of  a 
signal  corps  to  each  brigade  and  an  ambulance  corps  to  the  Second 
Brigade  ;  and  while  the  appropriations  remain  about  the  same,  the 
attendance  has  risen  over  ten  per  cent. ,  which  indicates  economy 
and  careful  supervision.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  state  that, 
while  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Militia  are  liberal, 
I  think  a  fair  return  is  rendered  for  the  money  expended.  The 
annual  encampment  (five  days)  and  one  annual  drill  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  costs  the  State  twelve  dollars  for  each  enlisted  man 
attending,  and  transportation  to  and  from  the  place  of  encampment 
and  drill. 

The  clothing  is  very  good  —  as  good  in  every  respect  as  the 
clothing  furnished  the  army,  and  costs  about  the  same.  The 
equipment  is  good  and  will  last  a  long  time.  The  money  expended 
on  buildings  and  stables  at  South  Framingham  was  expended  with 
enconomy  and  good  judgment,  and,  in  my  opinion,  time  will  prove 
the  investment  to  be  a  good  one.  The  expenditure  that  gives  the 
least  return  is  the  money  paid  for  the  light  artillery  and  cavalry, 
and  this  will  continue  to  be  so  until  some  change  is  made  in  the 
method  of  instruction. 

The  positions  of  Adjutant,  Inspector  and  Quartermaster-General 
are  combined  in  one,  and  the  officer  who  has  charge  of  the  various 
duties  pertaining  thereto  reports  direct  to  the  Governor,  and  under 
the  Governor  practically  commands  the  forces  of  the  State.  This 
arrangement  seems  to  me  to  be  a  very  good  one  ;  and  when  the 
position  is  held  by  an  officer  who  is  a  practical  business  man,  and 
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at  the  same  time  a  soldier  of  marry  years'  service  in  the  Militia, 
with  its  interests  at  heart,  as  is  the  case  at  this  time,  its  advan- 
tages cannot  be  questioned.  All  supplies  received  by  purchase  or 
otherwise  are  distributed  by  this  officer,  and  I  attribute  the  present 
excellent  condition  of  the  equipment  to  the  energy  and  good  judg- 
ment of  General  Dalton,  who  knows  what  the  Militia  needs,  and  to 
the  extent  of  the  means  at  his  disposal  has  provided  it  for  them. 
The  supply  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage  on  hand  is  limited  to  the 
requirements  of  the  troops  when  in  camp,  and  very  little  of  this  is 
suitable  for  service  in  the  field.  Regimental  and  company  officers 
responsible  for  State  property  are  granted  an  allowance  in  monej*, 
and  are  held  to  a  strict  accountability.  Commissary  supplies  are 
not  furnished  by  the  State.  The  men  supply  themselves  out  of 
their  pay  (two  dollars  per  day)  when  called  into  service. 

Everything  was  done  during  my  stajT  in  the  different  camps  to 
make  my  visits  pleasant,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  different  com- 
manding officers  and  other  officers  for  many  courtesies.  Adjutant 
General  Dalton  did  everything  in  his  power  to  enable  me  to  observe 
all  that  was  going  on  in  the  different  camps  and  to  make  m}T  stay 
personally  pleasant.

To  His  Excellency  George  D.  Robinson,  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  your  Excellency  the  details 
of  the  work  done  in  this  office  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1886. 

In  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Massachusetts  Volun- 
teer Militia,  requiring  the  Surgeon  General  to  make  proper  inquiry 
as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  annual  encampments  and  such 
personal  inspections  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  the  following  visits 
were  made  to  the  several  camps  :  — 

First  Brigade,  of  which  Lieut.  Col.  George  E.  Pinkham  is  the 
Medical  Director,  June  11,  1886.  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  of  which 
Major  William  L.  Richardson  is  the  Surgeon,  July  16,  1886. 
Second  Brigade,  of  which  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  Kittredge  is  the 
Medical  Director,  July  24,  1886.  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  of 
which  Major  Charles  W.  Haddock  is  Surgeon,  Aug.  13,  1886. 

All  of  these  inspections  found  the  camp  and  their  surroundings 
in  a  scrupulously  clean  and  orderly  condition,  the  chief  medical 
officers,  as  a  rule,  attending  to  the  careful  policing  of  the  grounds, 
and  particularly  the  rear  of  the  encampments,  in  person,  several 
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times  each  day.  For  the  details  of  the  general  sanitary  work  of 
the  camps,  I  respectfully  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  reports  of  the 
medical  officers  appended  to  and  published  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

I  heartily  endorse  the  suggestion  of  a  number  of  the  officers  of 
the  Medical  Staff  as  to  the  need  of  some  s}Tstem  of  drainage  to 
carry  off  the  surface  water  as  well  as  the  waste  water  from  the 
pumps.  I  would  also  recommend  that  some  provision  be  made  for 
carrying  away  the  slop  and  wash  water  from  the  cook-houses,  in 
place  of  throwing  it  on  the  ground,  as  is  the  custom  at  present. 
This  disposition  of  these  dirty  slops  not  only  detracts  from  the 
clean  appearance  of  the  rear  of  the  camp,  but  it  may  in  time 
become  a  source  of  impurity  to  the  wells  that  are  now  used  as  a 
water  supply.  Should  the  water  from  Framingham  be  introduced 
into  the  camp  ground,  as  has  been  recommended  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  it  would  necessitate  some  system  of  drainage  to  carry  off 
the  large  increase  of  waste  water  that  would  result  from  such 
introduction.  I  also  endorse  the  recommendation  that  hospital- 
tents  be  furnished  for  each  of  the  regiments,  and  also  one  for  the 
Cavalry  and  Artilleiy, —  not  for  the  use  of  those  really  sick  and 
requiring  medical  treatment,  for  they  should  be  cared  for  at  the 
Brigade  Hospital,  but  for  the  accommodation  of  men  that  are 
slightly  ill  and  that  require  only  a  few  hours  rest  and  quiet,  which 
of  course  they  cannot  have  in  their  quarters.  Such  tents  for  hos- 
pital purposes  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  great  convenience  and 
would  add  but  little  to  the  cost  of  the  brigade  encampments. 

The  Brigade  Hospital,  built  early  in  the  year,  proves  to  be  a  veiy 
great  convenience,  and  much  better  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended  than  the  large  tent  heretofore  used.  I  most  heartily 
commend  the  practice  of  Major  W.  L.  Richardson,  Surgeon  of  the 
First  Corps  of  Cadets,  in  carefully  looking  over  the  bill  of  fare 
furnished  to  his  command  each  day  wrhile  in  camp,  not  only  exclud- 
ing all  objectionable  articles  of  food,  but  also  seeing  that  nothing 
but  wholesome  and  substantial  f.ods  are  furnished. 

I  wish  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  }'our  Excellency  to  the 
very  small  amount  of  sickness  occurring  during  the  encampment,  as 
shown  by  the  appended  sick  reports. 

The  Ambulance  Corps  for  the  Second  Brigade  has  now  been 
organized  a  little  more  than  a  year  and  a  half,  and  been  in  attend- 
ance at  two  encampments  ;  its  efficienc}'  and  importance  are  now 
well  established,  and  the  necessity  for  such  a  body  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  to  all  who  have  seen  their  work. 

It  is  progressing  fairly  well  in  learning  thoroughly  the  duties  for 
wmich  it  was  organized.  An  ambulance  will,  without  doubt,  be 
procured  for  their  use  during  the  coming  year.     It  is  hoped  that 
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the  corps  for  the  First  Brigade  will  be  organized   this    coming 
winter. 

I  am  happy  to  again  testify  to  the  zealous  and  painstaking  way 
in  which  all  of  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Staff  have  been  performed, 
and  I  heartily  thank  them,  one  and  all,  for  personal  courtesies. 

Disabled  Soldiers. 

The  examinations  of  applicants  for  military  aid  and  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Soldiers'  Home  have  during  the  present  year,  as  hereto- 
tofore,  been  the  greater  part  of  my  official  work,  requiring  my 
presence  at  the  State  House  nearly  every  day  during  the  year. 
The  more  experience  I  have  in  this  work,  the  more  I  am  con- 
vinced that  it  should  be  done  in  a  careful,  painstaking  manner,  in 
order  that  the  interests  of  both  the  State  and  the  veteran  soldier 
may  be  protected.  Three  hundred  and  sixty- four  applicants  have 
been  examined  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  men  have  been  examined  who 
were  applicants  for  a  State  license  to  peddle. 

I  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellenc}7  to  the 
tabulated  account  of  the  medical  and  hospital  supplies,  also  to  the 
expenses  of  the  medical  department  of  the  Militia,  submitted  with 
this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  your  Excellency  my  grate- 
ful acknowledgments  for  the  unvarying  courtesy  and  counsel  I  have 
received  at  your  hands.  I  also  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  thanks  to  General  Dalton  for  his  man}T  acts  of  kindness  and  his 
great  interest  in  the  work  of  this  office.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  medical  report  of 
the  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade,  at  South  Framingham, 
from  the  20th  to  the  24th  of  July,  inclusive. 

The  weather  was  pleasant  throughout  the  week.  Although  no 
rain  fell,  the  temperature  was  sufficiently  cool  for  the  comfortable 
performance  of  camp  duty.  The  heavy  fall  of  rain  the  previous 
week  left  the  ground  in  good  condition,  and  there  was  an  absence, 
until  the  last  day,  of  dust,  which  has  often  been  so  annoying  in 
former  years. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  sickness  in  the  brigade  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year.  The  largest  number  off  duty  on  any  one  day  was  twenty- 
three, —  on  Thursday,  the  22d.  Five  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Brigade  Hospital,  with  the  following  troubles  :  Cholera  morbus,  two  ; 
colic,  one  ;  and  tonsillitis,  two.  So  far  as  I  am  aware,  no  accident 
occurred  during  the  week. 

The  quarters  of  officers  and  men  were  at  all  times  tidy  and  in  a 
good  sanitary  condition.  The  policing  of  the  camp  was  excellently 
done,  although  it  required  constant  supervision  on  my  part  to  have 
it  properly  done  in  the  rear  of  the  line  of  cook-houses.  In  some 
cases  the  reponsible  officers  did  not  take  the  interest  in  the  matter 
that  they  ought,  leaving  the  details  to  subordinates. 

Sentries  were  placed  over  the  wells,  as  in  former  years,  and  the 
water  was  at  all  times  most  excellent.  The  ground  about  the  tubs, 
however,  was  constantly  wet  from  the  overflow,  marring  the 
otherwise  neat  appearance  of  the  camp.  I  recommend  that  some 
means  be  adopted,  before  another  year,  of  carrying  off  this  surface 
water  ;  and  if  running  water  is  introduced  into  the  camp,  it  will 
become  an  imperative  necessity  to  provide  for  the  surplus. 

I  made  frequent  inspection  of  the  cook-houses,  and  think  there  is 
a  decided  improvement  each  year  in  the  quality  of  the  food  served 
and  in  the  preparation  of  it. 

The  swill  was  put  into  iron  barrels  provided  for  the  purpose,  but 
much  of  the  slop  water  had  to  be  thrown  into  the  sinks,  as  the 
barrels  were  not  large  enough  to  hold  it  all.  The  rubbish  gathered 
up  by  the  fatigue  parties  was  deposited  in  the  sinks,  as  was  done 
at  our  last  encampment. 

The  sinks  were  well  covered  three  times  a  day,  and  I  think  all 
appreciate  them,  after  using  the  old  open  ones  for  so  many  years. 

The  stables  were  kept  clean  and  carefully  policed. 
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The  Adjutant  General  provided  three  teams,  each  with  two  men, 
and  they  were  constantly  emplo}Ted, —  one  in  removing  the  swill  and 
waste,  another  in  hauling  earth  and  covering  the  sinks,  and  the 
third  in  removing  the  manure  and  litter  from  the  stables.  This 
proved  a  great  convenience  and  the  work  was  promptly  and  well 
done. 

The  ambulance  corps  was  constant^  employed  in  its  peculiar 
drill,  and  was  on  duty  at  all  times  to  respond  to  calls  for  the 
removal  of  those  necessary  to  transport  in  the  ambulance.  The 
temporary  ambulance  furnished  made  their  duties  much  lighter 
than  last  year.  The  small  room  at  the  end  of  the  hospital  was 
occupied  b}r  a  permanent  volunteer  detail  from  the  ambulance 
corps,  who  were  on  duty  day  and  night  to  receive  patients  and  to 
care  for  those  alread}^  admitted.  They  made  themselves  very 
useful,  and  were  of  great  assistance  to  Brigade  Hospital  Steward 
Clark  and  myself. 

I  forward  herewith  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers  of  the 
Eighth,  Ninth  and  Fifth  Regiments  and  of  the  First  Battalion  of 
Cavalry,  as  a  part  of  this  report.  No  report  has  been  received 
from  the  First  Battalion  of  Light  Artillery. 

I  enclose  a  consolidated  morning  sick  report  for  the  encamp- 
ment.

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
medical  department  of  the  Fifth  Regiment,  M.  V.  M.,  during  the 
encampment  at  "  camp  at  Framingham,"  from  the  20th  to  the  24th 
of  July,  inclusive. 

The  weather  during  the  week  was  clear,  bright  and  desirable. 
Although  there  was  no  rain,  the  temperature  was  sufficiently  cool 
to  render  camp  life  comfortable.  The  heavy  fall  of  rain  the  previ- 
ous week  left  the  camp  ground  in  fine  condition,  and  there  was  an 
absence,  except  the  last  day,  of  dust,  especially  noticeable  during 
former  seasons.  , 

The  health  of  the  men  was  excellent,  and  it  was  necessar}^  to 
excuse  very  few  from  duty.  The  principal  ailments  were  mild 
forms  of  diarrhoea  and  indigestion,  which  yielded  readily  to  treat- 
ment. 

There  was  a  sufficient  supply  of  drinking  water  of  very  good 
quality.  The  caterers,  as  formerly,'  required  much  watching  to 
prevent  their  emptying  dirty  water  and  refuse  near  the  wells  in- 
stead of  in  the  receptacles  provided. 

The  sinks  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  were  well  taken 
Care  of. 

The  grounds  were  generally  well  policed,  and  the  cook-houses 
were  usually  neat  and  clean. 

Julian  A.  Mead,  Assistant  Surgeon,  and  W.  H.  Bruce,  Hospital 
Steward,  Fifth  Regiment,  M.  V.  M.,  discharged  the  duties  per- 
taining to  their  branches  of  the  service  in  a  faithful  manner.

of  the  medical  department  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  M.  V.  M.,  for 

the  encampment  at  Framingham,  July  20  to  24,  inclusive.     The 
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weather  during  the  five  days  was  rather  warm  for  military  dut}^, 
but  otherwise  was  as  good  as  could  be  expected.  The  nights  were 
rather  cool.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp  was  good.  The 
sinks  were  properly  covered  every  morning.  Cook-houses  and 
vicinity  looked  neat.  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  keep  the  ravine 
back  of  our  quarters  free  from  garbage.  The  general  health  of  the 
command  was  far  better  than  at  any  of  the  three  previous  encamp- 
ments which  I  have  attended.  No  serious  illness  occurred  during 
the  muster.  During  the  week  six  men  were  overcome  by  the  heat 
while  on  duty  ;  they  all  recovered  in  a  few  hours.

Sir  :  —  In  conformity  to  regulations  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  medical  department  of 
the  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry,  M.  V.  M.,  during  the  encampment 
at  South  Framingham,  July  20  to  25,  1886  :  — 

The  weather  was  fine  during  the  week,  with  cool  nights  and 
clear  but  not  oppressively  hot  days. 

The  health  of  the  regiment  was  excellent,  there  being  but  five 
men  off  duty  during  the  week,  and  two  of  them  came  into  camp 
sick.  One  lieutenant  and  two  privates  on  their  first  day  in  camp 
came  to  me  with  letters  of  disability  from  physicians  at  home. 
They  were  carefully  examined,  and  the  lieutenant  and  one  private 
were  returned  to  full  duty,  and  were  quite  well  at  the  close  of  the 
week.  The  other  private  was  sent  home,  unable  to  perform  any 
duty. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  camp  was  good  ;  the  sinks  were 
well  supplied  daily  with  dry  earth.  By  keeping  a  guard  over  the 
well  we  were  enabled,  after  a  wash-stand  was  erected,  to  keep  the 
grounds  about  it  comparatively  dry,  much  improving  the  untidy 
appearance  of  former  years. 

In  this  regiment  an  especial  endeavor  was  made  to  more  thor- 
oughly police  its  grounds  ;  with  a  view  to  excel  in  cleanliness, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  had  a  much  larger  territory  back 
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of  the  cook-houses  to  look  after  than  our  associates  had.  For  this 
endeavor  we  received  kindly  mention  by  the  press,  and  what  was 
more  pleasing  to  us,  the  commendation  of  our  inspecting  officers. 

The  ravine  that  makes  up  close  to  the  road-way  in  the  rear  of 
cook-houses  No.  31,  32  and  33  is  a  very  tempting  place  for 
attendants  to  throw  slops  and  litter.  This  should  be  prevented  by 
filling,  at  least  as  far  back  as  on  a  line  with  the  officers'  sink.

The  weather  conditions  were  favorable,  there  being  little  or  no 
sickness  caused  by  the  heat.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
men  were  green  and  unused  to  riding,  more  accidents  occurred  than 
ever  before.  Nearly  all  cases  of  sickness  were  due  to  excess  in 
eating  or  drinking.

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  regulations  and  your  reminder,  dated 
Dec.  28,  1886,  I  submit  the  following  report:  — 

The  health  of  the  men  under  my  care  at  the  last  encampment 
was  unusually  good,  there  being  but  few  cases  of  illness,  and  those 
almost  all  in  Battery  A.  This  command  marched  over  the  road  in 
the  daytime  from  Boston,  and  very  likely  contracted  many  of  their 
ailments  from  large  quantities  of  water  drunk  when  heated.     The 
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other  Battery  (C)  marched  from  Lawrence,  —  forty  odd  miles,  about 
twice  as  far  as  the  other,  —  by  night,  and  had  far  less  sickness  in 
camp. 

There  were  also  fewer  injuries  than  usual.  I  ascribe  the  health 
of  the  battalion  to  the  greater  discipline  the  men  were  under,  the 
care  of  the  company  officers  over  their  men  (which  I  have  never 
seen  exceeded  nor  even  approached) ,  to  the  small  amount  of  liquors 
consumed,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  men  were  of  a  better  stamp 
than  the  artillery  has  had  in  the  past.  The  tendenc}'  of  the 
enlisted  men  to  select  camp  as  a  time  for  a  debauch  was  less  than 
I  have  ever  known  before,  and  those  cases  of  incipient  delirium 
tremens,  which  I  have  commonly  seen  previously,  were  entirely 
wanting  at  the  last  encampment.  I  consider  the  company  officers 
to  be  deserving  of  great  credit  for  their  efforts,  and  especially  by 
their  seeing  that  night  was  not  made  a  time  for  carousal ;  for  the 
men  who  are  up  and  drinking  most  of  the  night  are  the  ones  who 
apply  at  surgeon's  call  for  treatment  of  digestive  disorders  and  for 
excuses  from  drill. 

The  new  overcoats  that  have  been  served  out  have  been  a  great 

source  of  comfort.     Cleanliness  about  cook-houses,  stables,  sinks 

and  pumps  was,  I  believe,  an  improvement  on  previous  3*ears,  yet 

left  room  for  improvement  in  the  future.      An  example  made  of 

some  of  the  camp  followers,  such  as  cooks  and  stable-men,  would, 

I  think,  have  a  decided  effect  on  the  neatness  of  the  camp  back  of 

quarters.

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  report  of  the  tour  of 
duty  of  the  First  Brigade,  M.  V.  M.,  in  camp  at  South  Framingham, 
Mass.,  June  7  to  12,  inclusive. 

The  health  of  the  command  was  unexceptionally  good,  and  the 
weather  during  the  week  all  that  could  be  desired. 

An  examination  of  sinks  and  wells,  the  day  preceding  the  open- 
ing of  camp,  showed  them  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  the  water 
in  the  wells  being  pure. 

The  policing  was  first  class ;  and,  except  in  a  few  cases,  the 
grounds  were  in  better  condition  than  in  previous  years. 
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The  new  hospital  I  found  well  suited  for  its  purpose  ;  much  more 
comfortable  and  preferable  in  every  respect  to  the  old  tent  that 
had  been  used  so  many  years.  Only  three  patiente  were  admitted 
during  the  week  ;  one  of  these  was  injured,  the  other  two  ought 
never  to  have  been  in  the  service,  as  they  were  afflicted  with  chronic 
diseases,  which  would  be  aggravated  by  the  exposure  and  duties 
consequent  to  camp  life.  I  find  every  year  similar  cases,  and  more 
care  should  be  taken  to  enlist  only  healthy  men,  as  it  seems  men 
are  sometimes  enlisted  who  are  unfit  for  duties,  that  the  full  quota 
of  companies  may  be  borne  on  the  rolls. 

The  constant  improvements  in  the  camp  grounds  are  a  subject 
of  congratulation,  and  every  year  brings  them  nearer  a  model  for 
such  purposes. 

I  enclose  copies  of  the  reports  (so  far  as  received)  of  the  differ- 
ent medical  officers  of  the  command.  The  recommendations  of 
Assistant  Surgeon  J.  B.  Heald  I  would  respectfully  approve,  that 
permanent  quarters  be  erected  for  headquarters  of  the  various 
organizations,  and  that  mess-houses  be  built.  The  camp  could  be 
laid  out  with  more  uniformity,  and  it  would  save  expense  and 
much  complaint.  Should  mess-houses  be  built,  I  would  suggest 
that  they  be  large  enough  for  a  whole  command,  when  it  would  be 
easy  for  one  person  to  cater  for  one  organization,  and  I  should 
think  at  a  less  expense. 

With  regard  to  hospital  tents  for  each  command,  I  would  say 
that  some  organizations  already  furnish  them,  and  speak  in  high 
terms  of  their  convenience,  as  many  of  the  men  with  slight  ail- 
ments, or  fatigued  and  overheated,  require  only  a  night's  rest  to 
entirety  recuperate,  which  they  cannot  get  in  their  quarters.

Sir:  —  In  accordance  with  Regulations  M.  V.  M.,  I  herewith 
submit  my  report  of  the  late  encampment  of  Company  F,  Cavahy, 
at  South  Framingham,  June  8  to  12,  inclusive.  The  general 
health  of  the  men  was  excellent,  but  one  being  reported  sick  during 
the  week  (a  case  of  fecal  impaction),  though  several  men  were  ex- 
cused from  duty  for  a  few  hours  each,  from  bowel  troubles  and 
indigestion.  The  policing  of  the  grounds  was  satisfactorily  done, 
especially  about  the  stables  and  cook-houses. 

The  permanent  sinks  and  privies  are  a  great  improvement  on 
the  old  temporary  ones  in  use  previous  to  last  year. 

I  would  suggest  that  permanent  quarters  be  erected  for  the  head- 
quarters of  the  various  organizations,  also  that  mess-houses  be 
built ;  and  I  would  also  urge  the  need  and  propriety  of  furnishing 
each  organization  with  a  hospital  tent  of  suitable  size,  to  be  pitched 
near  the  hospital  steward's  quarters,  for  the  use  of  men  who  are 
sick,  and  need  a  quiet  place  in  which  to  be  treated  and  rest, 
but  who  are  not  sick  enough  to  demand  removal  to  the  Brigade 
Hospital.

Sir  :  —  In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  I  make  this  written  report  after  the  tour  of  duty  at 
the  camp  at  Framingham  from  June  8th  to  the  12th,  inclusive. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  came  to  camp  with  fuller  numbers  than  ever 
before,  and  the  health  of  the  men  was  better  than  the  previous 
3'ear.  There  was  no  local  cause  for  ill  health  ;  everything  about 
the  camp  was  clean  when  the  troops  arrived,  and  was  kept  reason- 
ably so  the  whole  five  days. 

The  small  ravine  in  the  rear  of  our  headquarters  and  in  front  of 
the  line  of  the  sinks   makes   a  strong  temptation  to  dump  refuse 
matter,  as  the  grass  is  not  cut  as  in  other  parts.     I  would  suggest 
that  the  grass  and  small  shrubs  in  the  ravine  be  cut  as  far  back  as 
the  line  of  the  sinks,  thus  removing  all  screens  for  rubbish. 

The  health  of  the  men  was  unusually  good  throughout  the  whole 
five  daj^s'  duty,  as  the  morning  sick-report  shows.  Nearly  all  the 
sickness  came  from  irregular  eating  or  drinking,  causing  gastric  or 
intestinal  disturbances.  There  were,  also,  several  slight  wounds 
which  came  from  the  men  indulging  too  freely  in  sport.  They 
were  mostl}T  glad  not  to  be  excused  from  duty  ;  in  fact,  all  the 
men  I  prescribed  for  seemed  more  willing  to  do  their  duty  as  sol- 
diers than  the  year  before  :  the  cause  probably  being  better  men 
and  better  military  discipline.

General  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  medical  department  of  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  during  the 
encampment  at  Hingham,  from  the  12th  to  the  17th  of  July,  in- 
clusive :  — 

The  weather  during  the  week,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  meteoro- 
logical record,  was  veiy  uncertain.  -The  first  two  days  were  hot, 
and  the  parade-ground  was  dry  and  dusty.  During  the  remainder 
of  the  camp  the  sky  was  overcast,  and  there  were  frequent 
showers,  of  greater  or  less  severity,  occasionally  accompanied  by 
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a  strong  westerly  wind,  which  at  one  time  blew  a  gale.  The 
showers  came,  however,  at  such  times  as  only  once  to  interfere 
with  the  prescribed  duty  of  the  camp. 

The  health  of  the  corps  was  excellent  throughout  the  encamp- 
ment, no  one  being  reported  sick  at  surgeon's  call. 

The  difficult}7,  which  has  heretofore  been  experienced  in  rifle 
practice,  owing  to  the  fact  that  bullets,  by  reason  of  ricochet,  had 
been  reported  as  going  over  the  hill,  at  the  base  of  which  the 
targets  had  been  placed,  has  been  successfully  remedied  by  the 
construction  of  a  butt  at  the  rear  of  the  targets. 

As  in  previous  camps,  the  dietary  was  daily  submitted  to  the 
examination  of  the  medical  department.  The  quality  of  the  food 
was  excellent  and  the  supply  abundant. 

I  enclose  the  meteorological  record  of  the  week.  The  observa- 
tions were  taken  by  Assistant  Surgeon  C.  M.  Green.

General: — In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer  Militia,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  medical  department  of  the  Second  Corps  Cadets 
during  the  encampment  at  Essex,  August  10-14,  inclusive :  — 

The  ground  occupied  was  the  same  as  made  use  of  at  the  four 
last  encampments  ;  but  this  year  the  camp  was  placed  at  the  south- 
ern end  of  the  field,  instead  of  the  eastern  end,  as  at  the.  encamp  - 
ments  of  1884  and  1885.  This  situation  allows  a  freer  access  of 
air,  but  is  much  less  protected  from  the  dampness  arising  from  the 
lake,  since  the  eastern  end  is  sheltered  by  a  grove. 

The  weather  during,  the  week  was  all  that  could  have  been 
desired, — the  days  were  warm  and  pleasant,  and  the  nights  com- 
fortably cool.  The  heat  was  at  no  time  so  excessive  as  to  interfere 
with  the  regular  routine  of  duty.  One  man  at  dress  parade  and 
one  on  drill  were  obliged  to  leave  the  ranks,  and  were  removed  to 
their  quarters.  They  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  faintness 
due  to  the  heat  and  fatigue,  and  were  soon  able  to  resume  military 
duties.     No  rain  fell  during  the  week. 

The  food  furnished  b}~  the  quartermaster  was  of  excellent  qual- 
ity, and  the  cooking  was  well  performed.  The  drinking  water  was 
obtained  from  an  artesian  well,  which  furnished  an  abundance  of 
good  quality.  The  health  of  the  command  was  excellent.  Only 
twenty  men  applied  to  the  surgeons  for  treatment  during  the  five 
days,  and  four  visits  were  made  at  quarters.  No  cases  of  serious 
illness  or  accidents  occurred.  But  few  cases  of  diarrhceal  disorders 
were  reported.  The  policing  of  the  camp  wras  satisfactorily  per- 
formed. The  cook-houses  were  inspected,  and  found  kept  in  a  neat 
condition.  All  garbage  was  daily  removed.  The  sinks  were  for 
the  most  part  properly  cared  for,  but,  it  seems  to  me,  need  im- 
provement. I  would  recommend  that  the  corps  have  made  two 
small  buildings,  in  sections,  which  can  be  fastened  together  by 
hooks,  and  at  the  time  of  the  encampment  can  be  used  to  cover 
the  sinks.  This  will  enable  the  men  to  keep  them  in  a  much  more 
cleanly  condition,  and  will  also  be  a  great  improvement  in  wet 
weather.

Taking  the  foregoing  record  by  itself,  a  degree  of  progress  is  in- 
dicated greater  than  that  recorded  in  an}T  previous  3'ear.  But 
other  striking  evidences  of  improvement  are  to  be  found  in  the 
averages  of  performance  at  the  State  rifle  matches,  in  the  scores 
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at  the  mid-range  match  held  for  the  first  time  this  year,  and  in  the 
success  of  the  team  sent  to  Creedmoor.  On  the  whole,  it  may  be 
said  that  more  interest  has  been  shown,  and  better  results  achieved, 
than  ever  before. 

Some  benefit  has  already  been  derived  from  the  appointment  of 
regimental  inspectors  upon  the  regular  staff,  but  more  is  to  be 
expected  from  that  cause  during  the  coming  year. 

Of  the  one  hundred  rifles,  latest  pattern,  received  early  in  the 
3'ear,  it  was  possible  to  distribute  only  fifty-six  to  companies  ;  and 
as  one  of  the  objects  of  obtaining  them  was  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  the  most  expert  men  fit  arms  with  which  to  enter  into  national 
competitions,  the  distribution  was  made  upon  the  basis  of  the 
record  of  the  highest  class  of  marksmanship  in  the  companies. 
This  accomplished  the  purpose  in  the  fairest  way  possible ;  but 
when  the  time  came  for  our  State  matches,  it  was  felt  by  some  that 
companies  holding  the  new  rifles  possessed  an  undue  advantage. 
It  is  my  judgment  that  individual  work  at  200  yards  depends  very 
much  less  upon  the  arm  than  upon  the  individual  capacity  and 
habitual  practice  with  the  piece  used,  and  that  the  "  advantage'* 
(at  the  distance  named)  of  any  particular  arm  is  somewhat  fanci- 
ful. Nevertheless,  I  deem  it  desirable  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
the  new  rifles  be  obtained  to  place  at  least  two  in  every  company 
in  the  militia. 

I  have  obtained  returns  from  the  entire  militia  of  the  State  of 
some  useful  details  of  their  armory  arrangements,  the  provision 
made  by  local  authorities  as  to  targets,  and  the  expenditures  of 
ammunition  over  and  above  State  allowances*.  From  these  it 
appears  that  there  are  very  few  companies  which  have  not  pro- 
vided themselves  with  permanent  appliances  for  armory  practice  ; 
but  that  quite  a  large  number  have  thus  far  been  unable  to  secure 
any  co-operation  from  their  town  authorities  in  respect  to  facilities 
for  field  practice.  This  is  one  of  the  matters  which  regimental 
inspectors  may  be  expected  to  assist  in  rectifying. 

It  also  appears  that  a  majority  of  the  companies,  and  particularly 
those  which  show  the  results  of  faithful  work,  use  a  great  deal  of 
ammunition  beyond  that  furnished  by  the  State.  Probably  much 
of  it  is  reloaded  ammunition  ;  and  it  would  hardly  be  possible  that 
companies  should  continue  their  large  expenditures  if  they  were  to 
purchase  fixed  ammunition  at  factor}'  prices.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  use  of  reloaded  ammunition  shall  be  encouraged ;  and  it  is 
but  just  that  those  companies  which  are  doing  so  much  at  their 
own  expense  should  be.  assisted  as  much  as  possible.  Therefore, 
while  recommending  that  the  general  issues  of  ammunition  be 
made  upon  the  same  basis  as  heretofore,  I  recommend  an  addi- 
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iional  issue,  in  cases  endorsed  by  regimental  inspectors,  and 
approved  by  superior  officers,  of  the  materials  for  reloading 
(excepting  shells  and  powder),  to  such  extent  as  may  be  found 
within  reasonable  limits  of  cost. 

In  my  report  of  this  date  respecting  "Rifle  Matches"  will  be 
found  sufficient  comment  upon  the  500-yard  match  which  occurred 
in  August,  as  a  preliminary  to  the  selection  of  the  Creedmoor 
team,  and  of  the  very  notable  and  gratifying  success  of  that 
team.

Highest  possible  total  scores,  100 ;  requisite  for  qualification,  40  at  each  distance, 
200  and  500  yards  (ten  shot  scores).  In  1884  and  1885  the  qualification  was  20  at 
200  yards,  offhand;  20  at  300  yards,  kneeling;  20  at  500  yards,  any  position.  Cav- 
alry only  required  to  make  18  at  300  and  500  yards.  (In  1883,  17  only  was  required 
at  300  and  500  yards.)

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RIFLE    MATCHES. 


Boston,  Dec.  15,  1886. 

Maj.  Gen.  Samuel  Dalton,  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General. 

.  Sir  :  —  I  bave  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Rifle  Competitions,  in 
which  the  State  Militia  have  taken  part  under  orders,  or  by  author- 
ity, during  the  }ear,  were  the  Annual  State  Matches  at  South 
Framingham,  September  30,  the  Inter-State  and  National  Matches 
at  Creedmoor,  September  18,  and  the  Mid-Range  Match  at  Walnut 
Hill,  August  6. 

The  Mid-Range  Match  was  authorized  by  General  Orders  No.  9, 
and  was  open  to  teams  of  five,  each  regiment  or  battalion  being 
permitted  to  have  two  teams.  Every  organization  except  the  Sixth 
Regiment  was  represented  by  one  team,  and  the  Second  Regiment, 
First  Corps  of  Cadets  and  Eighth  Regiment  had  two.  Thus  fift}'- 
eight  men  competed,  and  although  this  was  the  first  competition  of 
the  kind  in  this  State,  a  remarkable  degree  of  skill  was  developed. 
Twenty  men  out  of  the  fifty-eight  scored  an  average  of  over  44 
points  per  man  (possible  50),  —  an  average  amply  verifying  the 
standing  of  these  men  as  u  first-class  marksmen."  This  was  a 
voluntary  competition ;  but  medals  were  awarded  to  each  member 
of  the  first  team,  and  to  the  highest  score  of  each  organization  other 
than  that  to  which  the  first  team  belonged.    The  scores  are  annexed. 

This  match  was  made  the  starting-point  of  regular  practice  com- 
petitions to  determine  the  selection  of  a  team  to  visit  Creedmoor 
and  participate  in  the  National  Matches.  Until  this  year,  we  had 
no  rifles  such  as  to  give  our  representatives  an}T  hope  of  success  in 
competing  at  Creedmoor.  But  the  latest  issue,  with  Buffinton 
sights,  placed  our  marksmen  on  a  more  equal  footing,  and  encour- 
aged by  the  fine  scoring  above  alluded  to,  every  competitor  who  on 
the  6th  of  August  scored  40  or  more,  with  a  few  other  candidates 
selected  by  me,  entered  upon  a  course  of  thorough  practice,  cover- 
ing ten  days  between  the  6th  of  August  and  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber. The  scores  of  all  were  carefully  watched  and  recorded,  and  in 
the  final  selection  of  the  team  for  Creedmoor  the  men  chosen  were 
those  who  made   the   best   average   record   of  the  competitions. 
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The  team  went  to  Creedmoor  on  the  11th  September,  and  obtained 
considerable  practice  there,  in  individual  matches,  several  members 
securing  valuable  prizes  ;  among  others,  Private  M.  W.  Bull,  Co. 
G,  Second  Regiment,  took  the  "  Military  Championship  of  the 
United  States,"  Capt.  C.  W.  Hinman  being  second  in  the  same 
competition.  When  the  time  arrived  for  the  matches,  twelve  men 
only  being  required  for  either  match,  and  fourteen  being  at  nry  dis- 
posal, I  determined,  as  there  was  little  to  choose  as  between 
several  members  of  the  team,  to  permit  four  of  the  men  to  shoot 
in  one  match  only.  This  gave  an  opportunity  for  all  to  participate 
in  one  match  or  the  other,  and  the  result  was  entirely  satisfactory. 
Our  men  shot  with  great  steadiness  and  judgment,  and  made  scores 
which  in  the  course  of  ten  years'  shooting  has  hardly  been  excelled. 
To  be  precise,  the  highest  score  ever  made  in  the  Hilton  Trophy 
Match  was  1,045;  that  of  our  team  was  1,044;  the  only  score 
ever  made  in  the  Inter-State  Match  exceeding  ours  (1,028)  was 
that  of  the  Michigan  team  who  used  Sharp's  rifles.  The  full 
scores  of  our  team  are  reported  herewith. 

The  trophies  won  in  these  two  matches  —  the  "  Hilton  Trophy" 
and  the  "  Soldier  of  Marathon  "  —  were  formally  turned  over  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  Massachusetts  bj7-  Lieut.  E.  L.  Zalinski, 
Fourth  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.  (representing  the  National  Rifle  Associ- 
ation), at  Boston,  and  His  Excellency  the  Governor  was  pleased 
to  be  present  and  congratulate  the  Massachusetts  men  upon  their 
well-earned  and  conspicuous  success. 

The  State  Rifle  Matches  occurred  at  the  State  Camp  Ground, 
South  Framingham,  on  the  30th  of  September.  For  once  we  were 
favored  with  fine  weather,  and  the  matches  passed  off  with  no  un- 
pleasant incidents.  Although  the  order  authorizing  the  matches 
did  not  open  the  door  to  competitors  so  wide  as  in  some  previous 
years,  yet  the  attendance  was  the  largest  on  record.  No  less  than 
sixt3T-six  company  teams  and  ten  staff  teams  appeared  and  com- 
peted ;  and  the  total  number  of  officers  and  men  present  was  620. 
The  average  of  the  shooting  showed  considerable  improvement 
over  the  last  year ;  and  the  most  noticeable  improvement  was 
shown  by  some  of  those  companies  which  had  heretofore  given  lit- 
tle evidence  of  any  serious  attempt  to  instruct  men  in  rifle-firing. 

The  scores  are  appended.

General:  —  In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  8,  C.  S.,  I. 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  encampment 
of  this  command,  July  20  to  24,  1886  :  — 

The  several  organizations  reported  for  dutj-  promptly  at  the  time 
ordered  with  the  exception  of  the  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  who 
were  delayed  in  transportation  by  some  disarrangement  on  the 
Eastern  Division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  for  which  the 
regiment  was  in  no  way  to  blame. 

The  daily  duties  as  prescribed  in  General  Orders  were  carried  out 
promptly,  no  deviation  from  the  same  being  necessary,  excepting  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day,  when  the  guard-mounting  and  drill 
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of  the  Eighth  Regiment  were  postponed  until  a  later  hour,  to  allow 
this  organization  time  for  dinner. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  was  higher  than  at  any  previous 
encampment  of  the  brigade,  although  a  number  of  the  companies 
did  not  have  a  satisfactory  number  of  men  present.  Companies  C 
and  F  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  and  G  of  the  Eighth  Regiment  are  enti- 
tled to  much  commendation  for  having  the  full  number  of  officers 
and  men  allowed  by  law  present  in  camp.  As  this  is  the  third  en- 
campment in  succession  at  which  Company  C  of  the  Ninth  Regiment 
;has  reported  with  full  ranks,  it  demonstrates  the  fact  that  with  proper 
exertions  every  company  could  have  a  respectable  number  of  men 
present  for  duty.  I  trust  that  at  future  tours  of  duty  there  will  be 
no  occasion  to  make  reference  to  small  attendance  in  any  compan}T 
df  this  command.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  attendance 
at  camp  has  increased  from  year  to  3rear,  there  is  a  manifest  disin- 
clination on  the  part  of  emplo}-ers  of  members  of  the  Militia  to 
allow  their  men  to  be  away  from  their  labor  sufficiently  long  to 
attend  to  the  duties  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  I 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Legislature  at  its  next 
session  be  asked  to  so  amend  the  Militia  Laws  as  to  provide  that 
no  Officer  or  man  shall  in  an}^  way  suffer  at  the  hands  of  his  employer 
for  performing  "the  duties  required  of  him  as  a  member  of  the 
Militia. 

The  weather  during  the  week  was  very  favorable,  as  neither  rain 
nor  intense  heat  prevailed  at  any  time  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  inter- 
fere with  the  duties  of  the  camp.  # 

The  order  and  discipline  were  generally  satisfactory.  Military 
courtesy  was  generally  well  observed.  Guard  duty  did  not  show 
the  improvement  desired.  Ceremonies  were  fairly  well  carried  out. 
The  various  drills  showed  a  fair  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men.  Improvement  was  shown  in  rifle  practice  over  the 
previous  year,  fully  showing  the  benefit  of  instruction  in  camp. 
I  again  renew  nry  recommendation  of  last  year,  that  a  500-yard 
range  be  established  at  the  State  Camp  Ground.  I  also  recom- 
mend a  more  liberal  allowance  of  ammunition  for  field  practice. 

The  number  of  men  in  camp  for  the  first  time  was  largely  in 
excess  of  former  years,  the  usual  number  being  increased  by  the 
organization  of  two  companies  of  infantry,  and  the  reorganization 
of  both  batteries  of  light  artillery  within  a  very  short  time  of  the 
commencement  of  this  tour  of  duty.  Many  errors  naturally 
occurred ;  but  as  the  encampments  of  the  Militia  are  camps  for 
instruction  and  not  merely  exhibitions,  I  am  much  pleased  with  the 
progress  made,  and  hope  for  continued  advancement  in  future  tours 
of  duty.     Every  organization  in  the  brigade  is  entitled  to  much 
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praise  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  various  duties  and  for 
their  efforts  to  make  the  encampment  a  success,  for  which  I 
acknowledge  my  appreciation.

General:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command  per- 
formed live  days'  camp  duty  at  Hingham,  Mass.,  from  Tuesday, 
July  13,  to  Saturdajr,  July  17,  inclusive,  according  to  General 
Orders  No.  8,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  May  10,  1886.  By  my  own  com- 
mand, a  sixth  day  —  Monday,  July  12  —  was  added.  On  that 
morning  the  corps  left  Boston  by  special  train  at  9.40  o'clock,  on 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  and  arrived  in  camp  at  about  half-past 
ten  o'clock. 

Guard-mounting  took  place  fifteen  minutes  after  our  arrival. 
Fatigue  followed  guard-mounting  immediately,  and  the  camp  was 
thoroughly  policed.  The  companies  then,  under  their  captains, 
had  lectures  in  camp  duties,  discipline,  military  courtesy,  etc., 
until  dinner,  at  one  o'clock.  After  dinner,  two  hours  of  target 
practice  was  allowed. 

From  the  commencement  of  battalion  drill  that  day,  until  the 
usual  hour  for  drill  on  Friday,  July  16,  there  was  no  departure 
from  the  regular  routine  established  for  years  in  4<  Standing  Orders 
in  Camp."  On  Friday,  His  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief 
reviewed  the  corps  at  four  o'clock.  Muster  followed,  and  battalion 
drill  was  performed  between  muster  and  evening  parade. 

There  was  some  rain  on  Thursday  and  Frida}',  but  it  came  at  such 
hours  that  it  did  not  interfere  with  any  prescribed  duty  or  ceremony 
during  the  entire  time  of  the  encampment.  Since  last  year  the  front 
fence  of  our  grounds  has  been  painted,  the  small  trees  protected 
by  guards,  and  the  parade  has  been  graded.  In  the  rear  of  the 
camp,  at  the  base  of  Otis  Hill,  on  ground  leased  by  the  corps,  a 
target  butt  has  been  erected  ;  and  this  made  practice  safe  and  prac- 
ticable at  all  hours  when  the  light  served.  These  matters  were 
paid  for  from  the  corps  treasury. 
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The  corps  welcomed  to  its  camp  with  much  pleasure  Captain 
George  B.  Rodney,  4th  U.  S.  Artillery,  detailed  by  order  of  the 
War  Department  to  visit  and  report  upon  Massachusetts  camps, 
and  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  corps  to  profit  by  several  valuable 
suggestions  made  by  him.  To  General  Dalton,  Adjutant  General, 
we  are  greatly  indebted,  not  only  for  the  enjoyment  of  his  company, 
but  for  many  practical  hints. 

I  have  never  seen  the  members  of  the  corps  try  harder  to  do 
well  as  soldiers  than  in  this  encampment.  The  officers,  one  and 
all,  exerted  themselves  as  instructors  or  supervisors*  according  to 
the  nature  of  their  duties,  and  the  non-commissioned  officers,  in 
their  immediate  contact  and  control  in  matters  appertaining  to  the 
men  and  the  quarters,  were  earnest  and  faithful.  I  desire  particu- 
larly to  commend  the  first  sergeants  for  their  work. 

The  medical  officers,  as  usual,  were  very  efficient.  To  their  zeal 
in  supervising  food  and  controlling  other  sanitary  matters  is  due 
no  doubt,  largely,  the  fact  that  not  a  man  was  put  on  the  sick  list 
during  the  entire  tour.  One  man  came  to  camp  sfck  and  was  cured 
the  first  day. 

The  quartermaster  deserves  great  praise  for  his  indefatigable 
work  in  caring  for  the  general  comfort  and  convenience.. 

Guard  duty  was  carefully  done.  I  enclose  herewith  a  little  book 
entitled  "  Supplement  to  the  Manual  of  Guard  Duty."  (The 
Manual  is  Article  XII.  of  Mass.  Regulations.)  This  publication 
materially  assisted  the  officers  of  the  da}'  and  guard  in  teaching 
sentinels  their  duty.  At  grand  rounds  every  evening  the  com- 
manding officer,  accompanied  by  Major  Rodney,  questioned  every 
sentinel. 

I  also  enclose  another  little  book,  also  published  at  these  head- 
quarters, dealing  with  the  skirmish  drill,  in  an  attempt  to  adopt  a 
code  of  whistles  signals  to  it.  These  signals  were  used  at  the 
company  drills,  and  it  was  shown  that  the  system,  so  far  as  we 
had  space  and  opportunity  to  try  it,  was  practicable.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
annual  encampment  of  this  command,  which  tour  of  duty  was  per- 
formed in  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  8,  A.  G.  O.,  May 
10,  1886:  — 

The  command,  numbering  82  enlisted  men,  13  officers,  and  band 
of  24  musicians,' left  Salem  at  9.10  a.  m.  on  August  9,  by  special 
train  over  the  Eastern  Railroad,  and  reached  Centennial  Grove, 
Essex,  without  delay,  at  about  10  a.  m.  Immediatel}T  after  arri- 
val the  work  of  arranging  and  putting  camp  in  order,  the  tents 
having  been  pitched  by  a  detail  of  sixteen  men  under  Major  Hart, 
and  was  finished  by  5.30  p  m.,  when  guard  mounting  took  place, 
which  was  followed  by  dress  parade  and  muster  ceremony. 

From  Tuesday  morning  until  Saturday  duty  was  performed 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  hours  of  service  prescribed,  and 
the  weather  of  the  week  was  all  that  could  be  desired  for  camp 
life  and  duty. 

On  Tuesday  the  Adjutant  General,  accompanied  by  Captain 
George  B.  Rodney,  4th  United  States  Artillery,  arrived  in  camp  at 
about  3  p.  m.  and  remained  until  Saturday  morning.  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  with  several  members  of  his  staff,  arrived  in 
camp  on  Friday  and  reviewed  the  corps. 

The  camp  in  all  respects  was  a  satisfactory  one  to  me,  and  I 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  all  the  officers  and  men  to 
make  the  camp  a  success  and  a  credit  to  the  State  and  to  the 
corps  itself. 

Camp  was  broken  at  noon  on  Saturday,  and  the  command  re- 
turned to  Salem  at  about  4  p.  m.

Armory  inspections  by  the  Inspector  General's  department 
will  commence  early  in  the  year,  and  inspectors  will  be  instructed 
to  report  all  company  commanders  not  complying  with  the  law,  in 
relation  to  the  keeping  of  all  State  property  in  armories,  as  required. 

IV.  The  attention  of  compan}7  commanders  is  called  to  circular 
issued  by  this  office  under  date  of  April  25,  1885,  in  relation  to 
care  of  overcoats.  A  strict  compliance  with  the  circular  will  be 
required. 

V.  Brigade  and  Cadet  Corps  Commanders  are  charged  with  the 
promulgation  of  this  order.

1.  Armory  and  field  rifle  practice  will  be  conducted  during  1886 
in  accordance  with  the  orders  and  practice  of  the  past  year,  except 
that  the  issues  of  ammunition  will  be  varied,  in  conformity  with 
the  recommenda  ions  of  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice ; 
and  returns  will  be  required  as  follows  :  Of  armor}'  practice,  on  or 
before  the  loth  of  May  ;  of  field  practice,  on  or  before  the  loth  of 
September. 

2.  Permission  will  be  granted,  on  application,  for  the  wearing, 
attached  to  collar  of  fatigue  jacket  or  blouse,  of  a  marksman's 
button  of  approved  pattern.  The  first-class  marksmen  will  be 
designated  by  the  plain  button  ;  second  and  third  class,  by  the 
same  pattern  of  button,  with  the  figures  "  2 "  and  "  3  'V 
respectively. 

3.  Marksmen  of  the  first  class  are  eligible  to  a  higher  grade  of 
qualification,  —  as  u  sharpshooters,"  —  the  requirements  for  which 
will  be  scores,  at  each  distance,  of  43  (ten  rounds)  :  distances  500, 
600  and  800  yards. 

4.  Attention  is  called  to  the  accompanying  circular  of  the 
Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  reference  is  made  to  the 
circulars  of  previous  years. 

5.  For  information,  the  requirements  to  qualify  companies  to 
enter  the  State  matches,  and  also  to  receive  marksman's  badges, 
are  repeated.  They  are :  a  certificate  of  participation  in  armory 
practice  by  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  men  not  qualified  as  marksmen  ; 
and  a  further  certificate  of  participation  by  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
same  class  of  men  in  field  practice. 

6.  Brigade  and  Cadet  Corps  Commanders  will  promulgate  this 
order.

The  attention  of  officers  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia 
is  called  to  the  following  bill  of  dress.  Officers  when  purchasing 
new  uniforms,  or  parts  of  same,  or  equipments,  will  comply  strictly 
with  this  order.  Non-commissioned  stall'  of  battalions  and  com- 
pany musicians  will  wear  only  the  regulation  uniform,  when  on 
State  duty. 

Swords  for  1st  Sergeants  having  been  discontinued,  all  company 
commanders  having  the  same  on  property  list  will  at  once  forward 
to  Quartermaster  General,  State  Arsenal,  sending  invoice  of  same 
to  this  office. 

Coats, 
full  dress  for  officers. 

A  double-breasted  frock  coat  of  dark  blue  cloth,  the  skirt  to 
extend  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  the  distance  from  the  hip- 
joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee. 

For  a  Major  General:  Two  rows  of  buttons  on  the  breast,  nine 
in  each  row,  placed  by  threes,  the  distance  between  each  row 
five  and  one-half  inches  at  top,  and  three  and  one-half  inches  at 
bottom ;  stand-up  collar  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two 
inches  in  height,  to  hook  in  front  at  the  bottom  and  slope,  thence 
up  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each  side,  corners 
rounded  ;  cuffs  three  inches  deep,  to  go  round  the  sleeves  parallel 
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with  the  lower  edge,  and  with  three  small  buttons  at  the  under 
seam ;  pockets  in  the  folds  of  the  skirts,  with  two  buttons  at  the 
hip  and  one  at  the  lower  end  of  each  side-edge,  making  four 
buttons  on  the  back  and  skirt  of  the  coat ;  collar  and  cuffs  to  be  of 
dark  blue  velvet ;  lining  of  the  coat  black. 

For  a  Brigadier  General:  The  same  as  for  a  Major  General, 
except  that  there  will  be  eight  buttons  in  each  row  on  the  breast, 
placed  by  pairs. 

For  a  Colonel,  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Mttjor:  The  same  as  for 
a  Major  General,  except  that  there  will  be  nine  buttons  in  each 
row  on  the  breast,  placed  at  equal  distances  ;  collar  and  cuffs  of 
the  same  color  and  material  as  the  coat.  The  upper  half  of  the 
cuffs  to  be  ornamented  with  three  double  stripes  of  gold  braid  run- 
ning the  length  of  the  cuff,  pointed  at  their  upper  ends,  and  with  a 
small  button  below  the  point  of  each  stripe,  according  to  pattern. 

For  a  Captain,  1st  Lieutenant  and  2d  Lieutenant :  The  same  as 
for  a  colonel,  except  that  there  will  be  seven  buttons  in  each  row, 
on  the  breast,  and  two  stripes  on  the  cuffs. 

For  Ch  plains:  Plain  black  frock  coat  with  standing  collar  ;  one 
row  of  nine  black  buttons  in  front  on  breast,  with  "  herring-bone  " 
of  black  braid,  one-half  inch  wide,  around  the  buttons  and  button- 
holes. 

UNDRESS    FOR   OFFICERS. 

For  fatigue  purposes  and  for  general  wear :  A  sack  coat  of  dark 
blue  cloth  or  serge ;  falling  collar ;  single-breasted,  with  five  but- 
tons in  front,  same  as  those  worn  on  the  dress  coat.  The  skirt  to 
extend  from  one-third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  hip-joint 
to  the  bend  of  the  knee. 

The  shoulder-straps  will  always  be  worn  with  this  coat,  and 
sword-belt  on  outside  by  all  officers. 

For  Chaplain,  same  as  other  officers,  except  buttons  to  be  black. 

COAT    FOR   ENLISTED    MEN. 

For  Infantry :  Double-breasted,  dark  blue  coatee,  skirt  slashed 
at  the  sides,  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant 
General ;  piped  and  faced  with  sky  blue  ;  collar  one  inch  to  one 
inch  and  a  quarter  high  faced  on  each  side,  cut  square  to  hook  up 
close  in  front,  and  small  button  at  back  of  collar  facing  ;  facing  on 
front  of  each  cuff  with  three  small  buttons,  and  on  back  of  each 
skirt  with  three  large  buttons  ;  shoulder-straps  of  sky  blue,  to  but- 
ton at  collar  with  one  small  button. 

For  Cavalry  and  Artillery:  Same  as  for  Infantry,  except  that 
pipings  and  facings  are  of  yellow  for  Cavalry  and  of  red  for  Artil- 
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lery,  and  with  the  addition  of  braid  on  back  seams,  according  to 
pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

For  Signal  Corps:  Same  as  Infantry  ;  facings  to  be  orange. 

For  Ambulance  Corps :  Same  as  Infantry  ;  facings  to  be  olive 
green . 

UNDRESS    FOR   ENLISTED    MEN. 

For  fatigue  purposes  and  for  general  wear ;  A  dark  blue  flannel 
blouse,  lined  throughout ;  single-breasted  with  four  buttons  ;  falling 
collar. 

Buttons. 

As  per  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 
For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the   Governor's  and  Brigade 
Staffs:  The  staff'  button. 

For  all  other  Officers  except  Chaplains:  The  line  officer's  button. 

For  Chaplains :  Plain  black  serge  button. 

For  all  Enlisted  Men:  The  special  button  for  enlisted  men. 

Trousers. 

For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the  Governor's  and  Brigade 
Staffs:  Daik  blue  cloth,  plain,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord. 

For  all  Regimental  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry,  Signal 
and  Ambulance  Corps:  Light  blue  cloth,  same  shade  of  color  as 
pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  with  stripe  one  and 
one-half  inches  wide,  welted  at  the  edges  ;  color  that  of  facings  of 
their  respective  arms,  except  infantry,  which  will  be  dark  blue. 

For  Chaplains :  Plain  black,  with  black  cord  on  outer  seams. 

For  all  Enlisted  Men:  Sky  blue  ;  color  and  style  as  per  pattern 
in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers  and  Sergeants  to  wear  a  stripe 
one  inch  wide.  Corporals,  one-half  inch  wide.  Musicians,  two 
stripes  one-half  inch  wide,  and  one  fourth  of  an  inch  apart.  Color 
to  conform  to  arm  of  the  service. 

Cravats. 

For  all  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men :  Black  or  white,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  regimental  commanders  ;  the  tie  not  to  be  visible  at 
the  opening  of  the  dress  coat. 

Boots  and  Shoes. 

For  all  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men :  Black  ;  the  stocking  not  to 
be  visible. 
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Hat  or  Cap  (full  dress). 

For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the  Governor's  and  Brigade 
Staffs :  Chapeau  according  to  pattern,  with  staff  button  ;  to  be  worn 
with  the  peak  slightly  to  the  left,  showing  the  gilt  ornaments  upon 
the  right  side. 

For  Field  and  Staff  Officers,  Officers  of  Artillery  and  Cavalry, 
Signal  and  Ambulance  Corps :  Black  felt  helmet,  cloth  covered,  with 
gold  cord  and  tassels,  and  gilt  trimmings,  according  to  pattern. 
Officers,  when  on  foot  duty,  may  wear  the  spike  without  cord. 

For  Chaplains :  Black  chapeau  without  plume,  ornament  of  black 
silk  with  the  number  of  the  regiment  above  the  arms  of  the  State 
embroidered  in  silver,  on  the  right  side. 

For  all  other  Officers :  Black  felt,  cloth  covered  helmet,  without 
plume,  with  metal  ornaments,  as  per  pattern. 

For  Enlisted  Men  of  Artillery  and  Cavalry :  Black  felt,  cloth  cov- 
ered helmet,  same  patterns  as  for  officers,  with  cords  and  tassels  of 
mohair,  —  red  for  Artillery  and  yellow  for  Cavalry.  Helmet  orna- 
mented with  yellow  metal  trimmings,  as  per  pattern. 

The  helmet  cords  will  be  attached  to  the  left  side  of  the  helmet 
and  come  down  to  the  left  shoulder,  where  they  are  held  together  by 
a  slide  ;  one  cord  then  passes  to  the  front,  the  other  to  the  rear  of 
the  neck,  crossing  upon  the  right  shoulder  and  passing  separately 
around  the  front  and  rear  of  the  right  arm,  where  they  are  again 
united  and  held  together  by  a  slide  under  the  arm  ;  the  united  cords 
then  cross  the  breast  and  are  looped  up  to  the  upper  button  on  the 
left  side  of  the  coat. 

For  all  other  enlisted  men,  same  as  enlisted  men  of  Artillery  and 
Cavalry,  but  spike  will  be  worn  in  place  of  plume. 

Forage  Cap. 

For  General  Officers :  Of  dark  blue  cloth,  chasseur  pattern  with 
dropping  visor  ;  to  have  black  velvet  band  and  badge  in  front. 

For  all  other  Commissioned  Officers :  Same  as  for  General  Officers 
but  without  the  black  velvet  band  and  having  the  badge  in  front, 
the  top  to  be  even  with  top  of  cap. 

For  Chaplains :  Black  felt  army  hat  with  black  cord. 

For  all  Enlisted  Men:  Of  plain  blue  cloth  with  drooping  visor 
and  with  regimental  number  and  company  letter  on  the  top  in  front, 
as  per  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

For  Officers  of  Artillery :  Two  gold  embroidered  cannons,  crossed, 
on  dark  blue  cloth  ground,  with  the  number  of  the  regiment  in 
silver  at  the  intersection  of  the  cross  cannon. 

For  Officers  of  Infantry :  Two  gold  embroidered  rifles,  crossed, 
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without  ba}Tonets,  barrel  upward,  on  dark-blue  cloth  ground,  with 
the  number  of  the  regiment  in  silver  in  the  upper  angle. 

For  Officers  of  Signal  Corps:  A  gold  embroidered  wreath,  on 
dark  blue  ground,  with  cross  flags  and  torch  in  centre. 

For  Officers  of  Ambulance  Corps:  A  gold  embroidered  wreath, 
with  Geneva  cross  in  centre. 

Plumes  for  Officers. 
For  Field  and  Staff  of  Battalions  and  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artil- 
lery, Signal  and  Ambulance  Corps:  Horse-hair  plume,  gilt  ball  and 
socket ;  plume  to  be  long  enough  to  reach  the  front  edge  of  visor 
of  helmet;  color  of  plume  to  be  white  for  Infantry,  red  for  Artil- 
lery, yellow  for  Cavalry,  orange  for  Signal  Corps,  and  olive  green 
for  Ambulance  Corps. 

Plumes  and  Pompons  for  Enlisted  Men. 
For  Artillery  and  Cavalry:    Horse-hair  plume,  same  size  and 
length  as  for  officers  ;  red  for  Artiller3T,  }Tellow  for  Cavalry  ;  socket 
according  to  pattern. 

Spurs. 

For  a)l  Mounted  Officers :  Yellow  metal  or  gilt. 

For  all  Mounted  Men :  Of  yellow  metal,  plain  surface. 

Gloves. 

For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the  Governor's  and  Brigade 
Staffs :  Buff  or  white  gauntlets  or  gloves. 

For  Field  Officers  of  Artillery,  Cavalry  and  Infantry  and  for 
Officers  of  Artillery  and  Cavalry :  White  gauntlets  or  gloves.  All 
other  officers,  white  gloves. 

For  all  Enlisted  Men :  White  Berlin,  or  Lisle  thread. 

Sash. 

For  General  Officers :  Buff  silk  net,  with  silk  bullion  fringe  ends  ; 
sash  to  go  twice  around  the  waist  and  to  tie  behind  the  left  hip,  pen- 
dent part  not  to  extend  more  than  eighteen  inches  below  the  tie. 
Officers  above  the  grade  of  Brigadier  General  may  at  their  option 
wear  the  sash  across  the  body  from  the  left  shoulder  to  the  right  side. 

Sword-Belt. 

For  all  Officers :  A  waist-belt  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  nor 
more  than  two  inches  wide,  with  slings  of  the  same  material  as  the 
belt,  with  a  hook  attached  to  the  belt  on  which  to  hang  the  sword. 

The  belt  to  be  worn  outside  the  full  dress  coat  and  undress  sack  ; 
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and  underneath  overcoat  by  all  officers  below  the  grade  of  Brigadier 
General. 

For  General  Officers:  Of  red  Russia  leather,  with  three  stripes  of 
gold  embroider}^  as  per  pattern  now  worn. 

For  all  Field  Officers:  One  broad  stripe  of  gold  lace  on  black 
enamelled  leather,  according  to  pattern. 

For  Company  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry,  Signal  and 
Ambulance  Corps:  Four  stripes  of  gold  lace,  interwoven  with  silk 
of  the  same  color  as  the  facings  of  their  arms  of  service,  and  lined 
with  black  enamelled  leather. 

On  undress  dut}*,  marches,  and  campaigns,  officers  may  wear  a 
plain  black  leather  belt. 

For  all  Non-commissioned  Officers :  Plain  black  leather,  same  as 
pattern  in  office  of  Adjutant  General.     No  other  will  be  worn. 

Sword-Belt  Plate. 

For  all  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men :  Gilt,  rectangular,  two  inches 
wide,  with  a  raised  bright  rim  ;  a  silver  wreath  of  laurel  encircling 
the  "  Arms  of  the  United  States  ;"  eagle,  shield,  scroll,  edge  of  cloud 
and  rays  bright.  The  motto  "  E  pluribus  imam  "  upon  the  scroll ; 
stars  also  of  silver,  according  to  pattern. 

Sword  and  Scabbard. 

For  General  Officers:  Straight  sword,  gilt  hilt,  silver  grip,  nickel 
and  bronzed  scabbards  ;  for  a  Major  General  to  have  two  gilt  stars, 
for  a  Brigadier  General,  one  gilt  star  between  the  bands. 

For  all  other  Officers  except  Chaplains  and  Medical  Officers:  The 
same  as  for  General  Officers,  except  that  the  grip  will  be  black, 
bound  with  gilt  wire,  and  omitting  the  stars  on  the  scabbard. 

For  Medical  Officers :  Small  swords  and  scabbards,  according  to 
U.  S.  Regulation  pattern. 

Chaplains  wear  no  swords. 

For  Non-commissioned  Staff  Officers :  Small  straight  sword,  gilt 
bow  hilt,  black  grip,  bronzed  scabbard,  like  pattern  in  the  office  of 
the  Adjutant  General.  To  be  carried  in  a  sword-frog  bj-  Non- 
commissioned Staff  Officers  of  Infantiy. 

The  sword  and  sword-belt  will  be  worn  upon  all  occasions  of 
duty  except  stable  and  fatigue. 

When  not  on  military  duty,  officers  may  wear  swords  of  honor, 
or  the  prescribed  sword,  with  a  scabbard,  gilt,  or  of  leather  with 
gilt  mountings. 

Sword-Knot. 

For  General  Officers:  Gold  cord,  with  acorn  end. 
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For  all  other  Officers:  Gold  lace  strap,  with  gold  bullion  tassel, 
as  now  worn. 

Epaulettes. 

For  a  Major  General:  Of  gold,  with  solid  crescent;  device  — 
two  silver  embroidered  stars,  with  five  rajs  each,  one  and  one-half 
inches  and  one  and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter,  placed  longi- 
tudinally, the  smaller  in  the  centre  of  the  strap. 

For  a  Brigadier  General :  Same  as  for  a  Major  General,  omitting 
the  smaller  star. 

Shoulder-Knots  .  * 

For  Officers  of  the  Governor's  and  Brigade  Staffs:  Gold  cord, 
Russian  pattern,  on  dark  blue  cloth  ground ;  insignia  of  rank  and 
letters  or  device  of  corps  embroidered  on  the  cloth  ground  ;  an 
aiguillette  ofcgold  cord  to  be  worn  with  the  right  shoulder-knot  by 
Adjutant  General  and  Assistant  Adjutants  General,  Assistant

For  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry,  Signal  and  Ambu- 
lance Corps :  Of  the  same  pattern  as  above,  but  on  cloth  of  the 
same  color  as  the  facings  of  their  arm,  with  insignia  of  rank  and 
number  of  regiment  embroidered  on  the  cloth  ground,  according 
to  pattern. 

For  Regimental  Adjutants:  Of  the  same  pattern  as  for  other 
officers  of  their  arm,  but  with  aiguillettes  attached. 

Insignia  of  Rank  on  Shoulder-Knots. 

For  a  Colonel:  A  silver  embroidered  eagle  at  the  centre  of  the 
pad. 

For  a  Lieutenant  Colonel:  Two  silver  embroidered  leaves,  one 
at  each  end  of  pad. 

For  a  Major:  Two  gold  embroidered  leaves,  one  at  each  end  of 
pad.  * 

For  a  Captain:  Two  silver  embroidered  bars  at  each  end  of 
pad. 

For  a  1st  Lieutenant :  One  silver  embroidered  bar  at  each  end 
of  pad. 

For  a  2d  Lieutenant:  Plain. 

The  above  insignia  to  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  the  shoulder- 
straps. 

Shoulder-Straps. 

For  a  Major  General:  Dark  blue  cloth,  one  and  three-eighths 
inches  wide  by  four  inches  long,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of

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gold  one-fourth  of  an  inch  wide  ;  two  silver  embroidered  stars  of 
five  rays  each. 

For  a  Brigadier  General:  The  same  as  for  a  Major  General, 
except  that  there  will  be  one  star  instead  of  two  ;  the  centre  of  the 
star  to  be  equidistant  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  embroideiy  on  the 
ends  of  the  strap. 

For  a  Colonel:  The  same  size  as  for  a  Major  General,  and  bor- 
dered in  like  manner  with  an  embroidery  of  gold ;  a  silver  em- 
broidered spread-eagle  on  the  centre  of  the  strap,  two  inches 
between  the  tips  of  the  wings,  having  in  the  right  talon  an  olive 
branch,  and  in  the  left  a  bundle  of  arrows ;  an  escutcheon  on  the 
breast,  as  represented  in  the  "Arms  of  the  United  States."  Cloth 
of  the  strap  as  follows  :  For  the  Governor's  and  brigade  staffs,  dark 
blue  ;  Artilleiy,  scarlet ;  Infantry,  skj'  blue  ;  Cavalry,  j'ellow. 

For  a  Lieutenant  Colonel:  The  same  as  for  Colonel,  according 
to  corps,  omitting  the  eagle,  and  introducing  a  silver  embroidered 
leaf  at  each  end,  each  leaf  extending  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  from 
the  end  border  of  the  strap. 

For  a  Jl'ijor:  The  same  as  for  a  Colonel,  according  to  corps, 
omitting  the  eagle,  and  introducing  a  gold  embroidered  leaf  at  each 
end,  each  leaf  extending  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  end 
border  of  the  strap. 

For  a  Captain:  The  same  as  for  a  Colonel,  according  to  corps, 
omitting  the  eagle,  and  introducing  at  each  end  two  silver  embroid- 
ered bars  of  the  same  width  as  the  border,  placed  parallel  to  the 
ends  of  the  strap,  at  a  distance  between  them  and  from  the  border 
equal  to  the  width  of  the  border. 

For  a  1st  Lieutenant :  The  same. as  for  a  Colonel,  according  to 
corps,  omitting  the  eagle,  and  introducing  at  each  end  one  silver 
embroidered  bar  of  the  same  width  as  the  border,  placed  parallel 
to  the  ends  of  the  strap,  at  a  distance  between  them  and  from  the 
border  equal  to  the  width  of  the  border. 

For  a  2d  Lieutenant:  The  same  as  for  a  Colonel,  according  to 
corps,  omitting  the  eagle. 

For  a  Chaplain:  Same  as  for  a  Colonel,  omitting  the  eagle,  and 
introducing  a  shepherd's  crook  of  frosted  silver  on  centre  of  the 
strap,  which  will  be  of  black  velvet. 

Chevrons. 

The  rank  of  Non-commissioned  officers  will  be  marked  by 
chevrons  upon  both  sleeves  of  the  uniform  coat,  and  fatigue  coat, 
above  the  elbow,  and  upon  overcoats  below  the  elbow,  of  dark 
blue  cloth  for  Infantry,  yellow  for  Cavalry,  and  red  for  Artillery, 
orange  for  Signal  Corps,  olive  green  for  Ambulance  Corps  ;  di- 
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vided  into  bars  a  half-inch  wide,  points  down,  according  to  new 
patterns  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  as  follows :  — 

For  a  Sergeant  Major :  Three  bars  and  an  arc  of  three  bars. 

For  a  Quartermaster  Sergeant:  Three  bars  and  a  tie  of  three 
bars. 

For  a,  Principal  Musician :  Three  bars  and  a  bugle. 

For  a  Guidon  Sergeant  of  Cavalry  or  Artillery :  Three  bars  with 
two  crossed  colors  two  and  one-half  inches  long  in  the  angle. 

For  a  Hospital  Steward:  A  half  chevron  of  emerald  green  cloth 
one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide,  piped  with  yellow  cloth,  running 
obliquely  downward  from  the  outer  to  the  inner  seam  of  the  sleeve, 
and  at  an  angle  of  about  thirty  degrees  with  a  horizontal,  and  in 
the  centre  a  "  caduceus  "  two  inches  long,  the  head  toward  the 
outer  seam  of  the  sleeve. 

For  a  1st  Sergeant:  Three  bars  and  a  lozenge. 

For  Company  Quartermaster  Sergeant :  Three  bars  and  a  tie  of 
one  bar. 

For  a  Sergeant:  Three  bars. 

For  a  Corporal:  Two  bars. 

For  a  Guidon  Corporal  of  Cavalry  or  Artillery:  Two  bars  with 
two  crossed  colors,  two  and  one-half  inches  long,  in  the  angle. 

Enlisted  Men  of  Signal  Corps  will  wear  cross  flags,  and  of  Am- 
bulance Corps  the  Geneva  Cross,  on  each  arm. 

To  indicate  service:  All  Non-commissioned  officers,  musicians 
and  privates,  who  have  served  faithfully  for  five  }'ears,  will  wear  as 
a  mark  of  distinction  upon  both  sleeves  of  the  uniform  coat,  below 
the  elbow,  a  diagonal  half  chevron,  one-half  inch  wide,  extending 
from  seam  to  seam,  the  front  end  nearest  the  cuff,  and  one-half 
inch  above  the  point  of  the  cuff,  to  be  of  the  same  color  as  the 
facing  of  the  coat. 

In  like  manner  an  additional  half  chevron,  above  and  parallel  to 
the  first,  for  every  subsequent  term  of  enlistment  and  faithful  ser- 
vice.    Distance  between  each  chevron  one-fourth  of  an  inch. 

Service  in  war  will  be  indicated  by  a  white  stripe  on  each  side 
of  the  chevron  for  Artillery,  and  a  red  stripe  for  all  other  corps, 
the  stripe  to  be  one-eighth  of  an  inch  wide. 

Overcoat. 

For  General  Officers ;  Regular  army  pattern  as  prescribed  for 
general  officers. 

For  all  other  officers :  Color,  sky  blue,  same  in  every  respect  as 
now  worn  by  enlisted  men,  except  the  cape  shall  be  made  detach- 
able ;  seven  buttons,  double  row,  on  front ;  rank  designated  upon 
sleeve  by  braid,  and  slit  on  left  side  to  admit  the  handle  of  sword. 
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For  Enlisted  Men  of  all  arms:  Of  sky-blue  cloth  of  the  pattern 
now  used. 

To  indicate  rank  for  General  Officers :  There  will  be  on  both 
sleeves,  near  the  lower  edge,  a  knot  of  flat  black  silk  braid,  not 
exceeding  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  width,  and  composed  of  live 
braids,  double  knot. 

Colonel,  five  braids,  single  knot. 

Lieutenant  Colonel,  four  braids,  single  knot. 

Major,  three  braids,  single  knot. 

Captain,  two  braids,  single  knot. 

1st  Lieutenant,  one  braid,  single  knot. 

2d  Lieutenant  and  Chaplains,  without  braid.

for  officers. 

Saddle-cloth  for  General  Officers:  Dark  blue  cloth,  trimmed  with 
two  rows  of  gold  lace,  the  outer  row  one  inch  and  five-eighths 
wide,  the  inner  row  two  inches  and  one-fourth  ;  to  be  made  full, 
so  as  to  cover  the  horse's  haunches  and  forehands,  and  to  bear  on 
each  flank  corner  the  following  ornaments,  distinctive  of  rank, 
to  wit :  — 

For  Major  Generals:  A  gold  embroidered  spread  eagle  and  two 
stars. 

For  Brigadier  Generals :  A  gold  embroidered  spread  eagle  and 
one  star. 

Saddle-cloth  for  Officers  of  the  Governor's  and  Brigade  Staffs : 
Dark  blue  cloth,  of  sufficient  length  to  cover  the  saddle  and  hol- 
sters, and  one  foot,  ten  inches  in  depth,  with  an  edging  of  gold 
lace  one  inch  wide. 

For  all  other  Officers :  Dark  blue  felt  according  to  pattern ;  worn 
under  the  saddle  and  trimmed  around  the  edges  with  cloth  one 
and  one-half  inches  wide,  color  as  follows  :  — 

Infantry,  sky  blue. 

Artillery,  red. 

Cavalry,  yellow. 

Signal  Corps,  orange. 

Ambulance  Corps,  olive  green. 

Miscellaneous. 

Whenever  the  full-dress  coat  is  worn  on  armed  duty,  by  officers 

below  the   grade   of  Brigadier  General,  the  shoulder-knots,  gilt 

sword-belts,  and  nickel-plated  scabbards  will  be  worn  ;  when  not 

on  armed  duty,  the  shoulder-strap  may  be  worn  by  all  officers ; 
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when  the  sack  coat  is  worn  on  armed  duty,  the  bronzed  scabbards 
and  black  belts  should  be  worn. 

Letters  and  devices  to  be  embroidered  on  shoulder-knots  in  sil- 
ver letters,  in  old  English  characters  :  — 

For  Adjutant  General  and  Assistant  Adjutant  Generals  —  a 
shield. 

For  Assistant  Inspector  Generals  —  I.  D. 

For  Judge  Advocate  General  and  Judge  Advocates  —  J.  A. 

For  Assistant  Quartermasters  General  and  Brigade  Quartermas- 
ters—  Q.  D. 

For  Medical  Officers  —  M.  D. 

For  Paymasters — P.  D. 

For  Engineer  Officers  —  a  turreted  castle. 

Regimental  Staff  Officers  other  than  Medical  Officers  and  Pay- 
master —  the  number  of  the  regiment. 

Excepting  by  Officers  of  the  Day  (Regulations,  Pars.  581  and 
806),  sashes  will  not  be  worn  by  officers  below  the  grade  of  Brig- 
adier General,  or  by  Non-commissioned  officers. 

Badges  of  Service  or  Merit. 

The  badges  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  the  Military  Order 
of  the  Loyal  Legion,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  of 
Armies  or  Army  Corps,  indicating  actual  service  in  the  field,  may 
be  worn  upon  the  left  breast  of  the  dress  coat.  Ribbons  without 
clasps,  or  with  single  clasps*,  will  not  exceed  one  inch  in  length ; 
for  additional  clasps  the  ribbon  may  be  correspondingly  lengthened, 
not,  however,  to  show  more  than  one  inch  below  the  lower  clasp  or 
insignia  attached  to  the  clasp.  In  like  manner,  medals  or  badges 
won  in  authorized  military  target  matches,  or  in  authorized  matches 
for  excellence  in  drill,  may  be  worn  on  the  dress  coat. 

No  medal,  badge,  ribbon,  flower  or  decoration  other  than  these 
herein  named  will  be  worn.  No  target  or  drill  match  will  be  con- 
sidered as  authorized  unless  sanctioned  b}7  the  orders  of  a  company 
commander  or  superior  authority. 

On  the  undress  coat  the  ribbon  only,  indicating  a  medal  or  badge, 
should  be  worn  ;  to  be  placed  in  the  same  relative  position  as  upon 
the  dress  coat.

Statutes  is  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  and  one  assistant 
surgeon"  and  b}T  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  ''assistant 
surgeon  and  one  inspector  of  rifle  practice." 

The  one  hundred  and  sixty  -fourth  section  of  chapter  fourteen  of 
the  Public  Statutes  is  amended  by  adding  the  words  "  ambulance 
and  signal  corps." 

The  first  section  of  chapter  forty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- four  is  amended  by  striking  out  all  of 
said  section  after  the  word  "militia"  and  by  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  fifty  dollars  ;  to  each  signal-corps  commander 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  to  each  ambulance-corps  commander  fifteen 
dollars  per  annum,  for  the  care  of,  and  responsibility  for,  the  mili- 
tary property  of  the  Commonwealth  in  their  charge." 

The  first  section  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -four,  by  striking  out  the 
words  "  of  four  guns  each." 

The  third  section  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  acts 
of  the  3'ear  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  by  striking  out  the 
words  "'  and  two  aids-de-camp"  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "  two  aids-de-camp  and  one  assistant  inspector  general  of 
rifle  practice."

In  order  that  proper  credit  may  be  given  for  property  turned 
in  and  forwarded  to  State  arsenal,  hereafter  all  packages  of  prop- 
erty of  whatever  name  or  nature,  shipped  to  the  arsenal,  will  be 
properly  and  plainly  marked  "  To  the  Quartermaster  General, 
State  Arsenal,  South  Framingham,  Mass.,"  with  the  name,  com- 
pany, and  regiment  of  the  shipper. 

IV.  Brigade  and  Cadet  Corps  Commanders  will  promulgate  this 
order.

II.  Commanding  officers  will  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
to  secure  an  enclosure  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  drill,  to  which 
will  be  admitted  all  commissioned  officers  in  uniform  and  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  provided  with  passes  issued  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  organization  on  duty. 

III.  Muster-rolls  and  assignment-rolls  will  be  prepared,  and 
the  muster  of  the  troops  be  conducted  as  prescribed  in  Article 
XXIII. ,  Regulations  M.  V.  M.  Blanks  will  be  forwarded  respec- 
tively to  Regimental,  Battalion,  and  Company  Commanders  direct 
from  this  office.

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First  Brigade,  Brigadier  General  Nat  Wales,  commanding,  at 
State  Camp  Ground,  South  Framingham,  June  8  ;  Second  Brigade, 
Brigadier  General  Benj.  F.  Peach,  Jr.,  commanding,  at  State  Camp 
Ground,  July  20  ;  First  Corps  Cadets,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Thomas 
F.  Edmands,  commanding,  at  Hingham,  July  13  ;  Second  Corps 
Cadets,  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  Frank  Dalton,  commanding,  at 
Essex,  August  10. 

V.  Brigade  commanders  are  hereby  ordered  to  assume  control 
of  the  State  Camp  Grounds  (excepting  the  Arsenal  and  buildings 
immediately  adjoining)  on  the  day  prior  to  the  encampment  of 
their  respective  commands,  and  all  officers  and  soldiers  are  directed 
to  conform  to  the  regulations  which  shall  be  made  by  brigade 
commanders  in  pursuance  of  this  order. 

VI.  Brigade  commanders  will  make  details  for  Provost  Guard, 
and  from  each  battalion  and  unattached  company  the  Quartermas- 
ter and  Quartermaster  Sergeant  for  duty  on  the  day  preceding  the 
encampments,  but  no  detail  of  camping  parties  for  pitching  tents 
will  be  made.  They  will  also  detail  a  staff  officer  to  attend  to 
embarking  and  disembarking  troops  at  the  Boston  &  Albany 
depots,  in  Boston  and  South  Framingham,  on  the  first  and  fifth 
days  at  camp. 

VII.  The  Judge  Advocate  of  each  brigade  is  hereby  ordered 
during  the  encampments,  to  exercise  jurisdiction  under  Sect.

VIII.  The  officers  to  whom  details  are  ordered  to  report  will

14,  of  the  Public 
Statutes. 

X.  Muster  pay-rolls,  with  other  returns  required  by  law,  must 
be  promptly  rendered,  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  troops. 

XI.  Tent  floors  will  be  provided  by  the  State.  Cutting  them 
in  any  way  is  strictly  forbidden.  The  actual  cost  of  transporting 
horses  of  field  and  staff  officers  to  and  from  camp  will  be  allowed 
on  receipt  of  proper  vouchers,  approved  by  regimental  commanders. 

XII.  Brigade  and  cadet  corps  commanders,  after  the  tour  of 
encampment,  will  make  a  written  report  to  this  office  of  the  duty 
performed  by  their  commands,  with  such  observations  and  sugges-

2.  In  any  case  of  a  company  failing  to  complete  armory  rifle 
practice  within  the  prescribed  time,  owing  to  non-receipt  of  ammu- 
nition, or  to  any  other  unavoidable  cause,  representation  of  the 
facts  should  be  at  once  made  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle 
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Practice,  when  the  time  will  be  extended  or  permission   will  be 
given  for  the  performance  of  equivalent  duty  in  the  field. 

3.  In  view  of  difficulties  existing  in  the  matter  of  securing 
qualifications  at  300  yards,  the  qualification  of  first-class  marks- 
men is  changed  to  scores  (continuous)  of  ten  rounds  at  both  200 
and  500  yards,  omitting  300  yards.  Required  score,  40  at  each 
distance,  except  for  carbines,  which,  at  500  j^ards,  will  be  37. 

4.  A  small  number  of  the  latest  pattern  Springfield  rifles  having 
been  procured  for  the  use  of  marksmen,  they  will  be  issued,  on 
requisition,  as  follows  :  —

I.  The  State  Rifle  Matches  will  take  place  at  the  State  Camp 
Ground,  South  Framingham,  on  Thursday,  September  30.  There 
will  be  a  Staff  Team  Match,  a  Company  Team  Match,  an  Officers' 
Match  and  an  Enlisted  Men's  Match.  Officers  and  men  will  ap- 
pear in  fatigue  uniform. 
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II.  The  matches  will  be  in  charge  of  Colonel  H.  T.  Rockwell, 
A.  I.  G.  and  Insp.  Gen.  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  will  arrange  details 
and  be  responsible  for  their  proper  execution.  All  communications 
respecting  these  Matches  may  be  addressed  to  Colonel  Rockwell. 

III.  Each  Company  Team  will  consist  of  seven  members  and 
one  substitute  (officers  permitted  on  the  team) ,  and  will  be  under 
command  of  a  commissioned  officer.  The  Staff  Teams  will  consist 
of  five  members  and  one  substitute  (officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  attached  to  any  headquarters  being  eligible).  No  person 
will  be  eligible  unless  mustered  in  previous  to  August  1,  and  unless 
he  has  performed  at  least  one-half  of  all  State  duty  to  wh  ich  he 
has  been  liable  during  the  year. 

IV.  Shooting  will  begin  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

Y.  In  each  competition  the  number  of  rounds  to  be  fired  per 
man  will  be  seven,  without  sighting  shots.  Competitors  will  pro- 
vide their  own  ammunition.  The  rifles  must  be  those  issued  by 
the  State,  with  sights  unaltered  in  any  respect,  except  that  the  lat- 
ter may  be  blackened.  No  person  can  use  a  rifle  not  belonging 
to  his  Headquarters  or  Company.  Rifles  must  not  be  wiped  dur- 
ing the  competition.  Minimum  trigger  pull,  six  pounds,  to  hi 
tested.  Position,  standing.  Violation  of  any  rule,  or  any  act  of 
carelessness,  will  debar  the  offender.  Any  team  or  competitor 
aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Executive  Officer,  may  enter  a  pro- 
test with  him,  and  he  will  forward  the  same  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral. No  challenges  of  marking  or  non-marking  will  be  permitted, 
except  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Officer. 

VI.  Entries  of  Company  Teams  (which  embodj^  the  required 
certificate  of  company  qualification)  and  of  individual  competitors 
from  Headquarters  or  Companies  not  entering  Teams,  must  be  re- 
ceived at  this  office  on  or  before  September  25.  They  should  go 
through  regular  channels ;  but  duplicates  sent  direct  will  be  re- 
ceived. Commanding  officers  will  observe  the  notes  on  Return 
and  Entry  Blanks.  (As  the  Team  Entry  and  general  Return  of 
Company  Practice  are  upon  one  blank,  this  supersedes  previous 
order  requiring  returns  of  practice  to  be  made  September  15. 
Final  returns  of  individual  qualification  need  not  be  forwarded 
before  November  1.)
